Electricians  rebuff 
TUC  on  ballot  aid

The  electricians’  union  de¬ 
livered  an  overwhelming  rebuff 
to  the  TUC  yesterday  with  the 
announcement  of  a  nine  to  one 
vote  to  accepi  state  aid  for 
ballots.  •  • 

■Jn  a;pqstql  referendum  of. 
375,000  members  of  the  Electri¬ 
cal.  Electronic.  Telecom  munj-  - 
cation  and  Plumbing  Union 
(EETPU),  -  136,800  voted  ^to 
effect  a  rale  change  accepting 
government  money  and  15,339 
against,  a  return  of  4 1  per  cent. 

The  milljon  member  Amalga¬ 
mated  Union'  of  Engineering 
Workers,  the  second  largest 
TUC  affiliate  is  virtually  certain 
to  add  to  the  TUCs  discomfi¬ 
ture  next  week  when  it  reveals 
the  results  of  its  own  plebiscite. 

Both  unions  are  under  the 
threat  of- suspension  or  expul¬ 
sion  from  the  official  labour 
movement  for  accepting  the 
money  in  breach  of  a  TUC 
policy  reaffirmed  in  Septemb¬ 
er's  Congress.  Bui  there  are 
moves  to  shift  the  TUCs 
position  which  would  accom¬ 
modate  the  two  dissident 
unions. _ 

The  EETPU  yesterday  trig¬ 
gered  the  TUCs  disciplinary 


procedure  by  accepting 
£168.000  for  ballots  conducted 
in  the  two  years  before  January 
1985  and  registered  its  intention 
to  accept  more,  including  the 
£100-120.000  cost  of  the  “ballot 
about  ballots”. 

'  In  a  typically  controversial 
speech  yesterday.  Mr  Eric 
Hammond,  general  secretary  of 
the  "EETPU r^aid  his  greatest 
difficulty  in  campaigning 
among  his  members  for  a  “yes” 
vote,  was  to  explain  the  benefits 
of  remaining  in  the  TUC  “I  had 
to  answer  in  terms  of  potential; 
and  the  influence  we  want  to 
exert  in  terms  of  the  wider 
movement"  he  said. 

But  if  the  union  was  solely 
interested  in  the  pursuit  of  more 
members,  said  Mr  Hammond, 
then  there  would  be  an  advan¬ 
tage  in  operating  outside  the 
TUC  where  the  rules  about 
inier-union  “poaching”  would 
not  operate. 

The  moves  to  change  the 
TUCs  attitude  will  be  reflected 
in  a  crucial  meeting  early  next 
week  of  the  TUCs  key  employ¬ 
ment  committee  which  will  be 
discussing  the  kind  of  trade

Telegraph 
loses 
£16m  in 
6  months

The  Daily  Telegraph  is  to 
appoint  Mr  .Andrew  Knight, 
the  editor  of  the  Economist*  as 
its  new  chid'  executive  in  a 
radical  boardroom  restructur¬ 
ing  following  the  sole  of  a 
controlling  shareholding  to  Mr 

Conrad  Black  the  Canadian 
businessman. 

Lord  Hartwell,  the  Tele¬ 
graph  chairman,  yesterday 
revealed  the  increasing  losses 
which  hare  forced  his  family  to 
relinQoisb  ownership  of  the 
newspaper.  In  the  six  months 
Ur  September,  losses  have 
totalled  more  than  £16  million 
although  when  the  company 
raised  new  finance  in  the  spring 
it  was  forecasting  a  profit  for 
the  year  of  aronnd  £5  million. 

The  main  problem  for  the 
news  papers  had  been  soaring 
redundancy  costs  and  other 
payments  to  boy  oat  antiquated 
work  practices  and  being  m 
new  technology.  In  the  half- 
year  these  came  to  £11.8 
million.  Lord  Hartwell  said  It 
was  an  essential  element  in  the 
package  which  will  bring  the 
newspaper  £30  million  of  newr 
finance. 

The  Telegraph  is  to  raise 
£20  million  of  new  equity 
capital  and  will  borrow  a 
farther  £20  million  from  its 
existing  bankers.  Mr  Black's 
companies  are  to  guarantee  this 
money  and  a  further  £10 
million. 

Hollinger  Inc  a  Canadian 
company  controlled  by  Mr 
Black,  will  subscribe  £14.4 
milfion  for  new  shares  in  the 
Telegraph  and  there  wfl)  be  a 
rights  issne  to  raise  a  further 
£5.6  million.  The  terms  will  be 
three  new  shares  for  every  fom* 
held  and  the  price  just  50p 
compared  with  140p  for  the 
shares  issned  in  the  spring. 
Lord  Hartwell's  family  will  not 
be  eligible  for  the  issne  and  in 
addition  will  sell  Mr  Black, 
however,  many  shares  he  needs 
to  take  his  bolding  above  50 
per  cent  after  the  issne. 

Yesterday  Lord  Hartwell, 
who  is  remaining  as  company 
chairman  and  editor-in-chief, 
warned  that  despite  cover  price 
increases  on  both  the  Deity  and 
Sunday  Telegraph  recently,  the 
outlook  was  not  encouraging. 
He  stressed  yesterday  that  he 
had  no  intention  of  the  editorial 
outlook  of  the  newpapers 
changing  and  he  believed  that 
Mr  Black  would  not  wish  to 
become  involved  in  the  day-to- 
day  running  of  the  newspapers. 

Nonetheless  his  announce¬ 
ment  was  accompanied  by 
several  boardroom  changes.  Mr 
Harbo ante  Stephen,  the  69- 
year -old  managing  director,  is 
to  retire  bat  remain  a  consult¬ 
ant  on  the  move  to  the  new 
printing  plant.

Madrid  (Reuter)  -  A  Cuban 
vice-consul,  two  embassy  clerics, 
and .  a  professor  were  arrested 
yesterday  after  trying  to  kidnap 
a  Cuban  refugee,  described  by 
exile  sources  as  a  defector  from 
the  Havana  secret  service. 

Police  said  the  four  men  had 
tried  to  bundle  the  exile  into 
their,  car. at  gunpoint  as  he  was 
leaving  a  bank  in-  central 
Madrid,  but  that  he  had  resisted 
until  a  patrol  car  arrived. 

-  A  city  government  statement* 
said  that  the  vice-consul,  Senor 
Angel  Alberto  Leon  -Fernandez, 
and  the  clerk,  Senor  Abelardo- 
Lopez  Hernandez,  had  guns

Manuel  Antonio  Sanchez  Perez, 
aged  50,  a  refugee  provisionally 
granted  jpolitical  .asylum,  and 
described  him-  as  -  a  highly-re¬ 
garded  qualified  technician.

Lloyd’s  allegations  lead 
to  fears  over  exports

The  Government  is  increas¬ 
ingly  worried  that  Britain's 
valuable  invisible  exports  will 
be  threatened  if  the  inter¬ 
national  reputation  of  the 
Lloyd's  insurance  market  is 
undermined  by  growing  alle¬ 
gations  of  scandal. 

Invisible  exports,  including 
earnings -from  insurance,  bank¬ 
ing  and  the  City,  bring  in  at 
least  £400  million  a  month  and 
play  a  crucial  part  in  keeping 
Britain's  balance  of  payments  in 
the  black. 

In  1 984  Britain  had  a  balance 
of  payments  surplus  of  £935 
million,  but  only  because 
earnings  from  invisibles  more 
than  accounted  for  the  £4,l0l 
million  dificit  in  visible  trade. 

With  Mrs  Margaret  Thatcher 
already  ■  deeply  worried  about 
the  environment  in  which 
Lloyd’s  is  operating,  senior 
Cabinet  colleagues  are  empha¬ 
sizing  that  the  name  of  Lloyd's 
is  crucial  to  invisibles,  and  must 
be  preserved. 

There  is  also  growing  concern 
that  Labour  MPs  are  deliber¬ 
ately  trying  to  link  the  Govern¬ 
ment  with  existing  anxieties 


about  Lloyd's.  This  week  it  was 
disclosed  that  two  Cabinet 
ministers  and  the  Chief  Whip 
were  members  of  Lloyd’s 
syndicates  which  Mr  Brian 
Sedgemore  said,  in  a  Commons 
morion,  “may  be  touched  by 
Scandal". 

Senior  ministers  are  privately 
questioning  whether  parliamen¬ 
tary  privilege  is  being  abused  by 
MPs  constantly  using  the  floor 
of  the  Commons  or  tabling 
early  day  motions  to  make 
highly  damaging  allegations 
about  Lloyd’s  or  the  City, 
knowing  that  they  are  protected 
from  legal  action.

Westland

The  board  of  Westland,  the 
Yeovil-based  helicopter  manu¬ 
facturing  company,  moved  into 
head-on  conflict  with  its  princi¬ 
pal  customer  yesterday  when  it 
rejected  an  offer  of  financial 
assistance  which  had  been  put 
together  on  the  initiative  of  Mr 
Michael  Heseltine.  Secretary  of 
State  for  Defence. 

Instead,  the  board  announced 
that  it  had  reached  agreement  in 
principle  with  an  American 
company.  United  Tccno logics, 
and  Hat.  the  Italian  industrial 
group,  which  will  take  a 
minority  stake  in  Westland. 

Westland  has  been  facing 
difficulties  because  of  insuf¬ 
ficient  orders  until  about  1990 
when  an  Anglo-ltalian  project 
for  a  new  naval  helicopter,  the 
EH-101,  comes  into  production. 

The  company  has  been 
talking  to  United  Technologies 
and  its  helicopter  subsidiary. 
Sikorski,  for  weeks,  and  it  is 
only  in  the  past  fortnight  that 
Mr  Heseltine  has  sought  to 
inspire  a  purely  European 
solution  to  Westland  problems. 

That  solution  was  delivered 
to  the  Westland  offices  in 
London  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  appears  to  have  been 
rejected  within  three  hours.

Under  the  European  solution 
Messcrschm  itt-Bolkow-Blohro 
of  West  Germany,  Aerospatiale 
of  France,  Agusia  of  Italy  and 
British  Aerospace  offered  to 
subscribe  between  them  £30 
million  for  shares  in  Westland. 

In  addition  Aerospatiale  and 
Agusia  offered  to  sub-contract 
to  Westland  work  with  an 
estimated  value  of  £130  million 
over  five  years. 

Mr  David  Horne,  managing 
director  of  Lloyds  Merchant 
Bank,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
four  compnies,  made  clear  that 
the  companies  would  press  for 
adoption  of  their  solution.

Gloom  over  teachers’  pay  talks

Teachers'  unions  and  local 
authority  employers  are  to  meet 
on  Tuesday  for  informal  talks 
aimed  at  reaching  a  settlement 
in  the  10-month  teachers'  pay 
dispute. 

There  is  increasing  gloom  on 
both  sides  about  the  prospects 
for  peace,  particularly  as  the 
employers'  attitudes  appear  to 
be  hardening.  They  say  they 
cannot  afford  even  the  6.9  per 
cent  offer  made  informally, 
which  would  have  given 
teachers  a  staged  7.5  per  cent 
rise  by  the  end  of  March. 

Crucially,  important  sections 
of  the  Labour-dominated  em¬ 
ployers  do  not  want  to  do 
business  with  the  smaller 
teachers'  unions,  who  are  able 
to  command  a  majority  on  the 
teachers'  side  on  the  Burnham 
committee,  on  the  ground  that 
they  are  not  natural  Labour 
supporters. 

•  They  do  not  sec  why  they 
should  reach  a  settlement  with 
people  such  as  Mr  David  Hart, 
general  secretary  of  the 


National  Association  of  Head 
Teachers  and  the  new  secretary 
of  the  teachers'  panel.  His 
association  is  not  affiliated  to 
the  TUC 

Labour  leaders  on  the 
management  side  were  used  to 
doing  business  with  Mr  Fred 
Jams,  general  secretary  of  the 
National  Union  of  Teachers, 
the  biggest  union 

The  NUT  supports  Labour 
overtly  and  is  affiliated  to  the 
TUC.  But  the  Labour  em¬ 
ployers  also  are  disinclined  to 
settle  if  the  Government  is 
standing  ready  to  announce  an 
inquiry  into  teachers'  pay  or 
conditions.

next  week  with  the  publication, 
probably  on  Monday,  of  the 
Government* s  White  Paper  on 
foe  system. 

Key  changes  planned  by  the 
Government,  in  pensions,  hous¬ 
ing  benefit;  support  for  the  eight 
million  people  on  supplementay 
benefit  and  in  help  for  the  low- 
paid  will  not  all  be  completed 
until  April  1988  rather  than  the 
Government’s  original  target  of 
April  J  987. 

But  the  White  Paper  will 
announce  the  retention  of  a  cut- 
down  version  of  the  state-earn¬ 
ings  related  pension  scheme 
(Sen*),  rather  than  its  phased 
abolition,  as  originally  pro¬ 
posed. 

Widow’s  benefits  and  bene¬ 
fits  for  women  under  Serps  are 
expected  to  be  cut,  with  the 
final  pension  based  on  the  best 
30  years'  earning  or  average 
lifetime  warnings,  rather  than 
the  best  20  years  under  the 
present  system. 

Moves  to  encourage  personal 
pensions  and  to  make  it  easier 
to  set  up  money-purchase 
pension  schemes  across  indus¬ 
trial  groupings  are  expected, 
with  the  Goverment  hoping 
that  more  occupational  schemes 
will  contract  out  of  Serps,  and 
that  more  individuals  will  opt 
out  of  occupational  schemes  for' 
personal  pension  arrangements. 

Among  changes  that  have 
survived  from  die  green  paper 
proposals  earlier  this  year  are 
that  everyone,  even  the  poorest 
will  be  expected  to  pay  at  least 
20  per  cent  of  their  rates.

Mr  Andrew  Knight,  who  is  to 
become  chief  executive  of  the 
Doily  Telegraph,  has  been  a 
competent  and  energetic  editor 
of  The  Economist  for  the  past 
1 1  years. 

But,  unlike  his  predecessor. 
Sir  Alastair  Burnet,  he  is  no 
public  personality.  He  has 
undertaken  little  radio  or 
television  work  and  written 
little  outside  his  own  editorial 
columns.  He  has  positively 
eqjoyed  the  anonymity  that  The 
Economist  affords. 

Mr  Knight  has  maintained 
the  periodical’s  increasing  circu¬ 
lation  which  Sir  Alastair  orig¬ 
inally  set.  Under  his  editorship 
sales  have  trebled  and  in  North 
America  multiplied  fivefold. 
The  weekly  sells  nearly  300,000 
copies,  more  than  100,000  of 
them  in  the  United  States. 

Although  The  Economist  is 
no  longer  regarded  as  an 
important  influence  on  opinion 
in  Britain,  it  is  still  to  be  found 
on  almost  every  important  desk 
in  Washington,  where  its 
generally  pro- Administration 
line  is  seen  as  an  important 
voice  of  independent  support.

Kmght  has  been  renowned  as  a 
diligent  pursuer .  of  journalistic 
and  business  contacts..  During 


his  time  in  Brussels  for  The 
Economist  there-was  scarcely  an 
ambassador-'  or  commissioner 
he  did  not  wine  and  dine,  and

Employers’ chief 
calls  for  flexible 
‘working  year’

The  leader  of  Britain's 
engineering  companies  yester¬ 
day  called  for  a  “working  year” 
instead  of  a  working  week  to 
maximize  flexibility  and 
responsiveness  to  seasonal 
variations  to  demand. 

Dr  James  McFarlane,  direc¬ 
tor  general  of  the  Engineering 
Employers’  Federation,  said 
that  about  a  quarter  of  the 
workforce  in  his  sector  might 
have  to  be  engaged  on  such  a 
basis  through  part-time  jobs  or 
short-term  contracts. 

Such  a  system  for  the 
engineering  industry  presently 
employing  about  1.5  million 
hourly-paid  workers,  might 
require  a  change  in  the  rules  of 
qualification  for  unemployment 
benefit,  so  that  it  would  be 
possible  to  draw  “part-time 
dole". 

The  EEF  is  due  to  resume 
negotiations  with  the  Confeder¬ 
ation  of  Shipbuilding  and 
Engineering  Unions  in  the  new 
year  in  which  the  employers’ 
ideas  >  of  flexibility  win  play  a 
prominent  part.

Demands  for  plastic  bullets 
and  other  rigorous  policing 
methods  would  diminish 
British  concepts  of  tolerance 
and  the  quality  of  life,  Sir 
Richard  O’Brien,  the  chairman 
of  the  Church  Commission 
which  produced  the  report. 
Faith  in  the  City,  said  yesterday. 
But  he  added  there  was  nothing 
to  suggest  the  country  was 
anywhere  near  a  police  state. 

Sir  Richard  told  a  seminar  on 
the  inner  cities  at  Birmingham 
University:  “We  have  claims 
for  more  rigorous  forms  of 
policing  and  discussion  of 
plastic  bullets  -  things  which 
were  unthinkable  suddenly 
become  respectable  from  the 
point  of  view  of  discussion. 
That  seems  to  be  a  decline,  the 
inclusion  of  possibilities  we 
hoped  we  would  need  to 
discuss. 

“1  want  the  relaxed,  tolerant 
society  that  the  great  majority 
wants.  Any  diminution  in  that 
possibility  seems  to  be  a 
diminution  in  the  quality  of 
life." 

Sir  Richard  bad  made  no 
reference  to  the  jibe  from  an 
unnamed  Cabinet  minister  that 
the  report  produced  by  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury's 
commission  was  “Marxist 
theology".  He  iiisited  that  the 
study  was  about  hope  and  the 
city  as  the  centre  again  of 
civilized  living,  a  place  which 
could  be  revived. 

He  sai±  “The  planned 
resurgence  of  the  British  city  in 
the  immediate  future  is  possible 
and  desirable." 

He  added  that  if  the  country 
remained  as  it  was,  it  laced  the 
possibility,  from  lime  to  time, 
of  more  outbreaks  of  trouble  in 
the  inner  cities. 

Answering  questions,  he  said: 
“I  think  we  are  a  long  way  away 
from  a  police  state.  Nothing 
suggests  we  are  near  that 
Parliament  is  flourishing 

People  in  the  inner  cities 
faced  poverty,  a  sense  of 
powerlessness,  and  the  inability 
to  choose.  As  the  nation 
adapted  to  relative  economic 
decline,  too  high  a  concen¬ 
tration  of  problems  arose  in 
inner  cities  and  on  big  housing 
estates. 

Sir  Richard  said  that,  because 
of  the  controversy  over  the 
report,  all  7,500  copies  and 
20,000  abbreviated  versions 
had  been  sold  out  and  more 
were  being  printed.  So  far.  not 
one  statistic  and  not  one  section 
of  analysis  had  been  challenged 
by  anyone,  he  said.

The  _  Italian  examination 
season  is  now  well  launched 
with  an  estimated  149,000 
people  expected  to  sit  in  the 
first  week  of  the  new  year  for 
the  meagre  378  places  available 
in  the  lower  grades  of  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior, 

This  mass  onslaught  on  the 
state  adminisiraupn  follows  a 
similar  competitive  examin¬ 
ation  earlier  this  month  at 
which  17,000  aspirant  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  railways  sought  to 
win  the  20  places  offered.  In 
March,  the  Bruzzi  region  will 
lace  14,500  people- trying  for  the 
seven  places  offered  m  the  local 
taxation  offices. 

Pressure  on  places  in  the 
Ministy  of  the  Interior  was  so 
high  that  the  examinations  will 
take  place  in  four  cities:  Turin. 
Genoa,  Milan  and  Verona, 
which  face  a  huge  problem  of 
accommodation  during  the  two 
days  of  examination. 

Genoa,  for  instance,  has  to 
find  room  for  7,000  candidates 
from  Rome  alone.  To  make 
matters  still  more  uncomfort¬ 
able,  candidates  were  told  only 
days  ago  their  venues  on 
January  3  and  4  for  their 
written  tests. 

Only  now  can  they  start 
looking  for  accommodation. 

Unemployment  is  one  reason 
a  post  in  the  state's  far-flung 
apparatus  is  attractive.  State 
employment  brings  security 
and,  in  many  cases,  a  generous 
opportunity  for  a  second  job 
outside  the  comparatively  brief 
working  hours. 


The  average  is  seven  hours  a 
day  with  a  reasonably  early 
start,  which  means  that  by  a  late 
lunch-time  a  clerk  may  well  be 
free,  .to  turn  his  hand  to 
something  more  stimulating 
and  lucrative. 

The  149.000  candidates  could 
hardly  be  attracted  by  the  salary 
offered  which  is  a  liule  over  1 
million  lire  (£400)  a  month.  Bm 
their  pension  and  other  benefits 
are  assured  with  linie  danger  of 
dismissal. 

Security  is  nor  everything- 
Some  candidates  are  less  con¬ 
cerned  with  a  stale  post  to  back 
more  lucrative  employment 
elsewhere  than  with  simply 
haring  a  foot  inside  the 
administration,  even  at  a  very 
low  level.  They  ihen  hope  to 
gain  quick  promotion  once 
accepted. 

With  a  high  degree  of 
unemployment  among  gradu¬ 
ates.  many  young  people  with 
higher  education  sit  for  examin¬ 
ations  at  any  level  as  a  means  of 
entering  the  service.  Only  then 
do  they  begin  to  brandish  their 
real  credentials  and  seek  to 
better  themselves,  according  to 
a  reccni  study  of  candidates  for 
jobs  as  custodians  in  state 
museums. 

In  some  cases,  candidates  not 
only  have  to  get  themselves  to 
the' examination  hall.  They  also 
have  to  show  their  credentials.

Romanian  human  rights  record 
may  damage  special  status 


'Romanian  diplomats  are 
bracing  themselves  for  the  visit 
of  the  American  Secretary  of 
State,  Mr  George  Shultz  to 
Bucharest  which  starts  tomor¬ 
row. 

The  one  day  visit  is  pari  of  a 
10-day  trip  to  Eastern  Europe, 
taking  in  Budapest  and  Bel¬ 
grade,  but  his  meeting  with  the 
Romanian  leader  Mr  Nicolae 
Ceausescu  is  likely  to  be  the 
most  difficult  of  his  lour.  There 
is  bound  to  be  some  hard 
bargaining  over  the  question  of 
Romania’s  favoured  nation 
status  in  the  US. 

In  the  Eastern  bloc,  only 
Romania  enjoys  this  status, 
which  brings  with  it  several 
important  concessions  in 
commercial  dealings  with  the 
West.  These  privileges  are 
subject  to  approval  by  Congress 
each  year,  but  in  recent  months 
there  has  been  mounting  press¬ 
ure  by  Congressmen  to  revoke 
the  status  because  of  Romania's 
poor  record  on  human  rights.

Swoops  for  tank  guns  threaten

American  Customs-  agents 
have  raided  three  factories  in 
three  north-east  states  to  inves¬ 
tigate  the  posable  illegal  export 
to  Israel  of  a  new  120mm 
cannon  barrel  generally  used  in 
tanks.

In  an  action  that  could  be 
worth  millions  of  pounds  to  the 
winner,  the  Pasteur  Institute  to 
Paris  has  finally  decided  to  go 
to  court  in  the  United  States  to 
try  to  prove  its  claim  to  be  toe 
first  to  have  discovered  the  Aids 
virus. .  The  claim  is  binerty 
contested  by  dm  National 
Cancer  Institute  m  Bethesda, 
Maryland. 

The  Pasteur  Institute  claims ' 
that  the  lymphodenopathy  as- 
-sortaE1*!  virus,  .which  produces 
the  Aids  syndrome,  was  first 
isolated  by  a  team  headed  by 
Professor  Luc  Momagnicr  m 
January  1983.  His  findings  were 
published  in  the  May  1983 
edition  of  the  American  journal 
Science,  and  Professor  Robert 
Gallo,  ,  head  of  a  team  at  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  that 
was  working  on  the  same 
subject,  read  the  article,  the  first 
ofitskind  to  be  published. 

-  The  two  teams  .  initially 
agreed  to -combine  their  efforts, 
and  between  April  and  Sep¬ 
tember  1983  exchanged  a  lot  ot 
scientific  material. 

In  December  1983.  the 
Pasteur  Institute  requested  a 
patent  from  the  US  patent  office 
concerning  the  use  of  a  lysate  or 
the  Aids  virus.  A  similar  request 
had  already  been  submitted  to 
the  British  patent  office  in 
September. 

In  April  1984  toe  US 
Government  and  Professor 
Gallo  announced  the  discovery 
of  the  Virus  HTLV  3  as  the 
cause  of  Aids. 

Later  that  month  the  US 
Department  of  Health  re¬ 
quested  a  patent  from  toe  Us 
patent  office  concerning  a  blood 
test  for  the  antibody  of  the 
HTLV  3  virus,  designating 
Professor  Gallo  as  the  inventor. 
The  patent  was  granted  in  May

However,  at  that  time  the  US 
patent  office  had  not  even 
begun  to  examine  .the  request 
submitted  by  the  Pasteur 
Institute  in  December  1983,  the 
institnte  says.

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Fight  on 
holy  ground 

A  football  team  in  the  North-West 
Counties  League  will  expire  after  94 
years  and  the  last  rites  will  be  read 
by  their  landlord,  the  Church  of 
England  -  unless  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  intervenes.  The  church 
is  to  evict  the  team,  Bolton  St 
Thomas,  from  their  ground  adjoin¬ 
ing  St  Thomas’s  Church,  where  they 
were  founded  in  1891  as  a  church 
side.  Through  the  years  the  church 
has  permitted  them  to  use  the 
ground  rent-free.  They  built  dress¬ 
ing-rooms,  a  boardroom  and  a 
treatment  room.  Now.  having  been 
told  they  must  leave  the  ground  at 
the  end  of  the  football  season,  and 
having  failed  to  persuade  the  church 
to  sell  them  the  ground,  they  have 
gone  to  the  top.  Geoffrey  Polliiu 
chairman  of  Bolton  St  Thomas,  has 
written  to  the  archbishop.  “If  that 
doesn’t  work."  PoJliu  says,  “I  am 
preparing  a  letter  to  the  Queen  as  the 
head  of  the  Church.”  A  church 
spokesman  said:  “Churches  in  urban 
priority  areas  must  look  at  all  their 
assets  and  see  ir  the  way  they  arc 
managing  them  is  right.  Wc  have  to 
rationalize.”

Roughing  it 

The  150th  anniversary  season  of 
Corfu  cricket  has  ended  with  the 
ground  at  The  Esplanade  still  a  tittle 
short  of  standards  set  by  Lord's.

What  is  lost  on  the  swings  is  gained 
on  the  roundabouts,  the  Chancellor 
this  week  tried  to  reassure  a  House 
of  Commons  morbidly  ready  to 
believe  that  failing  oil  prims  had 
dealt  the  final  blow  to  the  British 
economy.  The  gloom  was  misplaced. 
When  the  takings  from  the  whole 
fun  fair  are  totted  up  it  is  pretty 
plain  that  lower  oil  prices  should  be 
good  for  Britain. 

This  conclusion  runs  so  far 
counter  to  our  anxious  dependence 
on  offshore  oil  that  it  is  worth 
working  through  the  connections: 
To  begin  with  the  large,  oil-consum¬ 
ing  industrial  nations:  they  are 
unequivocally  better  off  with 
cheaper  oil.  So  world  growth  speeds 
up,  while  world  inflation  falls. 

Naturally,  there  can  be  local 
upsets,  particularly  if  prices  drop 
sharply.  An  individual  company 
might  lose  a  valuable  contract  from 
a  newly-poor  member  of  Opec; 
another  company,  specializing  in 
energy  conservation,  might  lose 
trade.  Most  countries  produce  some 
domestic  energy,  whose  price  and 
profitability  wDi  be  a  fleeted  by  the 
falling  price  of  oil  Most  inter¬ 
national  banks  are  owed  some 
money  by  big  oil-producing  nations, 
such  as  Mexico,  which  wOl  find  it 
harder  to  meet  their  debts.  But 
overall  world  output  and  incomes 
will  tend  to  rise. 

Britain  gains  from  a  bigger  worid 
market  and  from  the  effects  of 
cheaper  oil  on  its  own  economy  too. 
The  vast  majority  of  British  people 
and  businesses  are  oil  users,  not  oil 
producers.  Their  industrial  costs  and 
living  expenses  should  fall,  as  they 
do  in  other  countries.  Bui  changes 
affecting  the  6  per  cent  of  the  British 
economy  that  consists  of  oil 
production  will  affect  lax,  jobs  and 
the  exchange  rate.

Why  the  oil  slide 
need  not  be 
bad  for  Britain

Britain's  modest  oil  sector  is  that  it 
produces  a  great  deal  of  tax,  which  is 
sharply  affected  by  price  changes. 
For  next  year,  the  Chancellor  had 
£11.5  billion  of  revenue  from  the 
North  Sea  built  into  his  last 
published  plans:  these  have  certainly 
been  scaled  down,  perhaps  to  about 
£7.5  billion,  which  is  more  than 
enough  to  wipe  out  the  £3.3  billion 
of  tax  cuts  also  pencilled  into  the 
plans. 

However,  growth  in  the  rest  of  the 
economy  is  also  expected  to  be  faster 
than  those  plans  implied,  pulling  in 
more  revenue  from  elsewhere. 
Lawson  carefully  depressed  MPs’ 
expectations  this  week;  but  be 
should  still  have  scope  within  bis 
existing  budget  targets  of  tax  cuts  of 
up  to  £2  billion..  So  the  net  effect,  so 
far,  is  to  have  reduced  costs  and  tax 
reductions:  which  fits  perfectly  with 
Mrs  Thatcher’s  insistence  that  lower 
inflation  takes  precedence  over 
income  lax  cuts. 

But  there  are  two  other  important 
quirks  of  the  oil  sector.  While  oil 
production  generates  a  dispro¬ 
portionate  amount  of  tax  revenue,  it 
uses  disproportionately  few  people. 
So,  encouragingly,  a  shift  in 
production  from  oil  to  the  rest  of  the 


economy  tends  to  boost  employ¬ 
ment:  which  is  one  reason  foe 
Government  now  expects  unem¬ 
ployment  to  611. 

The  rogue  element  is,  of  course, 
sterling.  The  foreign  exchange 
markets  still  occasionally  treat 
Britain  as  a  one-commodity  econ¬ 
omy,  and  knock  sterling  when  oil 
prices  fen.  Import  prices  then  rise, 
which  means  that  Britain's  inflation 
rate  does  not  drop  as  world  energy 
prices  fell.  But  if  this  happens, 
Britain  receives  other  benefits.  -  _ 

As  sterling  drops,  oil  -  which  is 
priced  in  dollars  -  becomes  more 
valuable,  both  to  North  Scat 
producers  and  to  the  Treasury.  This 
might  suggest  we  are  likely  to  end  up 
where  we  started,  with  the  same 
levels  of  inflation,  oil  output  and  tax 
revenue.  However,  there  are  two 
reasons  why  things  are  not  quite  that 
neat.  The  good  news  fust:  the  failing 
pound  makes  Britain  more  competi¬ 
tive  in  world  markets,  which  are 
themselves  expanding.  The  problem 
is  that  it  would  take  a  very  big  fall  in 
the  pound  io  restore  the  level  of  oil 
lax  revenue  lost  from  a  sharp  fall  in 
the  oil  price  -  and  that  would 
threaten  to  push  up  the  inflation 
rate. 


A  neat  simulation  by  the  econom¬ 
ists  at  stockbrokers  Simon  A  Coates 
illustrates  the  pattern.  -For  every  10 
per  cent  by  which  ofl  prices  fall,  we 
can  “afford"  a  5  per  cent  fell  in 
sterling,  in  the  sense  that  the 
combination  would  leave  the  in¬ 
flation  rate  unchanged,  at  least  in 
the  first  year.  It  would  also  mean 
some  fell  in  oil  tax  revenues.  But  it 
would  boost  total  national  output- 
and  income  by  a  half  of  one  percent 
-  a  net  atl Ground  gain  to'  Britain  of 
nearly  £2  billion  in  today’s  money. 

Other  forecasters  produce  differ¬ 
ent  figures,  but  much  the  same 
pattern.  Of  course,  sterling  might  fell 
more  or  less  than  the  exact  drop  that  - 
would  leave  inflation  unchanged.  A

A  lot  of  confusion  is  caused  by  foe 
economics  of  envy.  Other  econom¬ 
ies  gain  more  than  -Britain  from  a 
felling  oil  price:  but  this  does  not 
mean  that  Britain  does  nor  gain  at 
all.  To  suggest  it  does  is  as  dotty  as 
to  believe  another  general  recession 
induced  by  higher  ofl  prices  would 
actually  benefit  Britain,  because 
output  should  fell  less  here  than 
elsewhere.  The  history  of  the  past  12 
years  should  protect  us  against  such 
nonsense.  *’|

Who  owns  the  Titanic?  The 
question,  unasked  and  irrelevant  for 
73  years,  has  suddenly  become 
pertinent  and  practical.  The  dis¬ 
covery  of  the  wreck  of  foe  liner 
13,000  feet  below  the  surface  of  the 
Atlantic  has  reawakened  the  world's 
salvage  operators  and  treasure 
hunters  to  the  vision  of  million- 
doliar  profits  or.  at  worst,  a  slice  of 
glamour,  glory  and  adventure. 

John  Fierce  is  one  of  the  more 
serious  and  experienced  contenders, 
and  last  month  he  won  a  victory  in 
the  High  Court  which,  he  believes, 
has  opened  the  door  to  progress  on 
his  designs  for  the  Titanic.  Mr 
Justice  Sheen  ruled  that  Pierce  and 
another  salvage  operator  were 
entitled  to  the  ship’s  bell  and 
various  other  articles  which  they 
had  salvaged  from  the  wreck  of  the 
Lusitania,  the  liner  torpedoed  by  a 
German  U-boat  in  1917,  an  act 
which  precipitated  the  United 
States'  entry  into  the  First  Worid 
War. 

Pierce’s  exultant  reaction  to  the 
decision  was  to  claim:  “The  Titanic 
is  coming  home  .  .  .  Now  I  can  tell 
any  backers  that  if  we  bring  her  up, 
she  belongs  to  us.”  Quite  apart  from 
the  extraordinary  technological 
difficulties  posed  by  working  at  a 
depth  of  more  than  two  miles  (the 
Lusitania  was  only  315  feet  below 
the  surface)  and  the  commercial 
viability  of  the  enterprise,  foe 
Titanic's  legal  ownership  does  not 
raise  foe  same  issues  as  that  of  the 
Lusitania.  Pierce's  optimism  may  be 
premature. 

The  world’s  most  luxurious* 
passenger  liner  was  built  by  the 
Harland  and  Wolf  shipyard  in 
Belfast  for  the  White  Star  Line  of 
Liverpool.  The  hull  and  fixtures 
were  insured  for£l  million,  with  the 
risk  spread  among  some  70  in¬ 
surance  companies  and  Lloyd's 
syndicates.

The  Titanic  hit  foe  world’s  most 
famous  iceberg  on  the  night  of  April 
14,  1912,  and  White  Star’s  sub¬ 
sequent  insurance  claim  was  met 
promptly  and  in  full.  What  hap¬ 
pened  then  is  directly  relevant  to  the 
wreck’s  present  ownership,  but  has 
so  far  proved  impossible  to  unravel. 
On  payjDg  out  the  claim,  the 
insurers  became  owners  of  foe 
wreck,  and  if  nothing  else  has 
happened  between  1912  and  now. 
the  Commercial  Union  and  foe  70 
other  underwriters  will  still  own  it. 
But  it  is  possible  for  insurers  to 
abandon  their  title  -  for  instance, 
where  a  wreck  could  remain  a 
continuing  danger  to  navigation  and 
they  do  not  want  to  be  saddled  with 
any  claims  for  negligence.  If  foe 
underwriters  did  in  feet  abandon 
their  title  to  the  Titanic,  it  reverted 
to  its  original  owners. 

White  Star  was  merged  with 
Cunard  in  1934,  but  none  of  the 
documents  dealing  with  that  merger 
even  mention  foe  Titanic.  Cunard 
eventually  swallowed  White  Star 
altogether,  and  was  in  turn  bought 
by  Trafalgar  Housefoe  group  led  by 
Nigel  Broackes  which  also  owns 
Scott  Lifogow  shipbuilders,  the 
Trollope  &  Colls  construction 
company  and  the  Ritz  Hotel  A 
spokesman  for  the  group  is  adamant 
that  “we’ve  never  owned  it,  we  don’t 
owp  it  now,  and  we  never  will".  The 
law  may  one  day  say  otherwise. 

More  likely,  however,  is  that 
Commercial  Union  and  foe  other 
underwriters  did  not  exercise  their 
right  of  abandonment.  Commercial 


Union  thought  at  first  that  they  had, 
but  a  search  of  their  documents  of 
the  time  drew  blank.  They  now  feel 
ihat  “we  probably  just  didn’t  bother. 
There  was  no  reason  to."  After  all, 
the  Titanic  was  at  foe  bottom  of  foe 
sea.  and  at  foe  lime  foe  possibility  of 
it  being  found,  let  alone  raised,  was 
remote. 

If  the  collection  of  underwriters 
were  owners  in  1912,  who  are- foe 
owners  now?  In  principle,  their  legal 
heirs,  bul  many  of  the  signatures  on 
the  Lloyd’s  slip  are  indecipherable. 
Others  belong  to  syndicates  which 
have  long  since  ceased  operating, 
and  some  signatories  put .  their 
names  to  foe  slip  on  behalf  of 
several  unidentified  underwriters.

The  problems  over  the  wreck 
itself  are  matched  by  potential 
difficulties  over  foe  ownership  of  its 
contents.  Some  of  foe  passengers 
were  insured  and  they  (or  their 
estates)  wereipaid  out  at  the  .tyne- 
But  insurance  was  not  as  widespread 
as  it  is  now,  and  many  passengers 
were  not  covered.  If  anything  of 
value  is  found  it  belongs  to  foe  legal 
heirs  of  foe  insurance  companies  or 
of  the  individual  losers. 

■  Not  that  there  is  likely  to  be 
much.  The  claim  that  the  ship's  safe 
holds  millions  of  pounds'  worth  of 
diamonds  is  as  discredited  as  foe 
fable  that  the  band  played  “Nearer 
my  God  to  Thee”  as  foe.  waters 
lapped  over  foe'  sinking  ship  (it 
played  an  Episcopalian  hymn  called 
“Autumn").  The  so-called  Titanic 
Omar,  a  luxuriously  bound  and 
illustrated  copy  of  foe  Omar 
Khayyam  Rubaiyat,  is  unlikely  to 
have  survived  three-quarters  of  a 
century  of  damp;  nor  a  painting  by 
the  French  artist  Blondd,  foe  most 
valuable  work  of  art  on  board. 
Jewcllry  may  have  remained  intact, 
but  there  is  uttie  evidence  that  there  j 
was  anything  especially  valuable. 

Whoever  foe  owners  of  the 
Titanic  or  its  contents  prove  to  be, 
Mr  Pierce  or  any  other  salvage 
operator  would  still  be  entitled  to  be 
paid  a  share  of  whatever  he  recovers. 
But  it  is  already  beginning  to  look  as 
if  foe  only  certain  winners  of  the 
Titanic  lottery  will  be  the  lawyers 
employed  to  untangle  the  legal  mess.

Doubts  on  social 
work  training

Sir,  It  is  ironic  that  the  Director  of 
the  Council  for  Education  and 
Training  in  Social  Work  now 
complains  (December  10)  that 
because  social  sciences  in  univer¬ 
sities  are  being  cut  back,  social-work 
training  courses  also  suffer:  Her 
organisation  has  been  prominent  in 
a  campaign  to  establish  the  aca¬ 
demic  credentials  of  social  work.  If 
she  believes  that  its  underlying 
disciplines  are  endangered  and 
worth  ,  saving  she  should  campaign 
for  them  rather  than  seek  to  make  a 
special  case  for  soda]  work. 

In  the  universal  call  for  yet  more 
social-work  training  from  those  with 
a  vested  interest  or  an  innocent  faith 
in  its  usefulness,  is  there  no  place  for 
a  request  for  proof  that  academic 
training,  however  protracted,  leads 
to  better  social  work?  There  is  no 
reliable  evidence  that  training 
improves  performance,  some  that  it 
addles  the  brains  of  those  who 
receive  it. 

To  describe  social  workers  as 
“ cretin ised  by  greed  and  sociology.” 
as  an  article  I  recently  read  put  it,  is 
perhaps  a  little  extreme,  but  as  one 
who  has  both  received  and  been 
asked  to  participate  in  university 
training  in  this  elusive  activity,  1  am 
convinced  that  it  has  at  best  a 
peripheral  and  at  worst  a  malign 
influence  on  students.

Pensions  surpluses 

From  Mr  Giles  Keating 
Sir,  There  are  many  competing 
claimants  for  the  £50  billion  cash 
surpluses  in  pension  funds  estimated 
by  the  London  Business  School 
(report,  November  25). 

“Ordinary  workers"  (Mr  Todd, 
November  28),  who  include  former 
employees  with  pensions  eroded  by 
inflation,  must  argue  .  their  case

The  vital  point  is  the  existence  of 
a  huge  excess  of  assets  over  pension 
obligations,  of  which  few  people 
vae  aware.  Our  report  drew 
attention  to  this  surplus  and 
recommended  its  elimination  by  a 
reduction  in  contributions  or  an 
increase  in  benefits.  Both  help  the 
“ordinary  worker”.

Oxford  seen  through  different  eyes

Sir,  As  the  vicar  of  a  housing  estate 
on  foe  edge  of  Oxford,  comprising 
nearly  one  tenth  of  foe  city’s 
population,  perhaps  I  should  no 
longer  be  surprised  that  letters  which 
speak  of  “our  alarm  at  the  threat  to 
foe  historic  environment  of  our  city 
from  indiscriminate  development” 
(December  10)  should  be  able  to 
muster  no  fewer  than  five  signa¬ 
tories  from  foe  House  of  Lords 
before  including  lesser  mortals  like 
heads  of  colleges,  etc. 

The  one  thing  they  do  not 
mention,  of  course,  is  that  there  are 
presently  3,400  people  on  the 
council  hourtng  list.  And  yet  it  is 
their  form  of  academic  myopia 
which  has  caused  this  problem,  and 
therefore  the  urgent  need  for  more 
land  to  be  made  available  for  low- 
income  family  bousing. 

It  is  the  colleges  which  have 
pushed  foe  price  of  housing  beyond 
that  which  ordinary  working  people 
can  afford.  And  not  content  with 
their  control  of  foe  city  west  of 
Magdalen  Bridge,  it  is  they  who  are 
mainly  to  blame  for  the  gradual 
gentrification  of  east  Oxford  - 
“Breast-feed  the  whale”  stickers  in 
every  other  window! 

Oxford  needs  more  low-income 
housing.  It  needs  more  jobs.  It  also 
needs,  of  course,  to  preserve  its 
heritage.  I  have  long  thought  that 
one  answer  would  be  for  the 
university  to  move  to,  say.  Milton

Sir,  From  this  address  (an  inner-city 
area  if  ever  there  were  one,  in  view 
of  King's  Cross  station)  there  are 
within  half  a  mile,  in  many  cases 
much  less,  at  least: 

Three  NHS  general  practices:  three 
NHS  dental  surgeries;  two  pharma¬ 
cists  and  an  optician;  a  famous 
leaching  hospital  (IJCH);  two 
launderettes  and  several  day  clean¬ 
ers;  three  supermarkets:  and  four 
off-licences;  two  butchers,  a  fish¬ 
monger  and  two  hardware  shops;  a 
theatre  and  two  cinemas;  an 
Underground  station  with  five  lines; 
three  major  BR  termini;  frequent 
bus  services;  five  churches  and  other 
places  of  worship;  foe  St  Fanons 
library  and  foe  British  Museum; 
many  branches  of  foe  main  banks 
and  building  societies;  too  many 
raffs,  public  houses  and  restaurants 
to  count 

.  Having  lived  for  nearly  40  years 
in  medium-sized  towns  before 
moving  here  1  am  certain  that  none 
have  foe  quantity  and  range  of  these 
facilities  which  are  available  to  us.

Sale  of  farm  drugs 

From  Mr  J.  B.  IValsby 
Sir.  Your  correspondent,  Mr  Des¬ 
mond  Hopwood,  in  his  letter  of 
November  30  comments  on  current 
veterinary  practice  prices  for  pre¬ 
scription-only  drugs.  He  implies  that 
farmers  think  they  are  more 
expensive  than  is  necessary  and 
attributes  this  to  poor  buying  power 
and  lack  of  marketing  by  individual 
practices. 

He  suggests  one  solution  would  be 
for  practices  to  form  buying  groups. 
The  Medicines  Act  1968  restricts 
veterinary  surgeons’  sale  of  drugs  to 
clients  whose  animals  are  under 
their  care.  It  is  illegal  to  supply 
another  veterinary  surgeon  unless  a 
wholesale  licence  is  held.  His  second 
solution  refers  to  foe  specialist 
veterinary  wholesaler. 

My  own  company  fulfilled  both 
his  objectives  21  years  ago  and  now 
comprises  well  over  1,000  share¬ 
holding  veterinary  surgeons,  all  with 
an  equal  number  of  shares;  a  mutual 
company  distributing  all  its  profits 
to  its  members  as  a  rebate  on 
purchases. 

It  is  significant  that  in  the  last  few 
years  the  proportion  of  non-pre¬ 
scription  .  drugs  sold  by  foe  pro¬ 
fession  against  competition  from 
agricultural  merchants  and  pharma¬ 
cists  has  risen  substantially  and 
continues  to  do  so:  a  testament  to 
honest  marketing  at  realistic  pricing.

■No  way  to  divide 
art  and  design

Sir,  While  I  was  sorry  to  see  from 
their  letter  (December  2)  that  Mr  Ian 
Tregarthcn  Jenkin  and  Mr  Myles 

Murphy  &ave  resiS1**1  lhc 

National  Advisory  Body*®  Art  and 
Design  Working  Group.  1  strongly 
applaud  their  reasons  for  doing  so. 

The  presence,  on  foe  group,  of 
people  with  forir  experience  must 
have  provided  at  least  some 
reassurance  to  many  in  art  and 
design  education.  Although,  there¬ 
fore,  there  wfll  doubtless  be  others 
who  regret  these  resignations,  there 
is  bound  to  be  widespread  support 
for  the  belief  that  has  caused  them: 
that  art  and  design  are  essentially 
interrelated  and  need  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  as  such. 

Ir  seems  deplorable  that  decisions 
may  have  been  taken,  which  are 
expected  to  result  in  substantial 
closure  of  art  courses,  possibly  in  foe 
mistaken  impression  foal  resources 
thus  released  could  be  used  for  foe 
improvement  of  design,  albeit  in  the 
absence  of  art 

If  the  response  to  NAB’s  “confi¬ 
dential  document”,  referred  to  in 
The  Times  on  December  9,  is 
accurate  in  predicting  that  “As  many 
as  18,000  full-time  student  places 
are  threatened  in  1987-88“  and  that 
“600  to  900  courses  could  be 
closed”,  it  seems  likely  that  pro¬ 
vision  in  art  may  well  be  expected 
substantially  to  contribute  to  such 
reductions. 

I  very  much  hope  that  it  may  not 
be  too  late  for  foe  NAB  to  reconsider 
foe  wisdom  of  its  apparent  decisions 
to  plan  for  the  separation  of  art  and 
design.  The  history  of  design  is  in  no 
way  lacking  in  evidence  of  foe 
overall  influence  for  good  which 
artists  have  made,  and  continue  to 
make,  in  contributing  to  foe 
achievement  of  excellence  in  design.

‘Shakespeare9  poem 

From  the  General  Editor  of  The 
Oxford  Shakespeare 
Sir,  Julian  Grenier  (December  7) 
correctly  remarks  that  foe  workd 
“scanty”,  found  in  foe  poem  whose 
early  ascription  to  Shakespeare  has 
recently  been  brought  to  light, 
occurs  nowhere  else  in  Shakespeare 
and  is  first  recorded  in  foe  Oxford 
English  Dictionary  in  1660.  Bui  this 
does  not  prove  that  foe  poem  is  not 
by  Shakespeare. 

Shakespeare  used  many  words 
once  only;  and  he  was  a  graft  coiner 
of  words.  OED  records  over  2,000 
that  appear  for  foe  first  time  in  his 
acknowledged  writings;  at  least  20  of 
these  are,  like  “scanty”,  adjectives 
formed  from  a  well  established  noun 
with  foe  addition  of  terminal  “y”. 
They  include  such  now-famitiar 
words  as  “gloomy”  “muddy”, 
“nervy",  and  “steal thy”.  Moreover, 
we  now  know  of  over  140  words 
used  by  Shakespeare  earlier  than  the 
first  date  given  for  them  in  foe  great, 
but  fallible,  dictionary.

Count  von  Biilow’s  speech  of  last 
week,  and  more  especially  his 
references  to  France,  has  made  little 
impression  here.  If  foe  truth  most  be 
told.  Count  von  BOlon  probably  enjoys 
less  prestige  and  authority  abroad  than 
any  of  his  predecessors.  His  name  is 
seldom  mentioned  in  the  French  Press. 
He  is  regarded  more  as  an  amiable  and 
accomplished  diplomatist  and  Tw*>n  of 
foe  world  than  as  a  statesman  of  mark 
-  rather  as  a  bird  of  paradise  than  an 
eagle.  He  has  never  given  the  French 
any  reason  to  dislike  him,  but  they 
certainly  do  not  stand  in  aw b  of  him, 
nor  weigh  the  words  of  his  utterances 
in  foe  Reichstag. 

The  Aurora,  now  one  of  foe  lending 
French  Republican  journals,  disposes 
in  a  brief  paragraph  headed  “Bebel  and 
Billow"  of  what  it  describes  as  one  of 
the  most  magnificent  oratorical  duels 
foe  Reichstag  has  ever  heard.  The 
writer  says  that  the  Chancellor  tried  to 
ward  off  foe  slashing  blows  of  that 
luthle&s  critic  by  executing  with 
surprising  address  a  series  of  pirouettes 
accompanied  by  pin  pricks  that  earned 
for  him  foe  enthusiastic  ovations  of  foe 
Monarchist  majority.  “Nevertheless," 
adds  the  writer,  “it  was  trying  for  foe 
parties  of  reaction  to  listen  to  Bebel 
denouncing  the  financial  abyss  towards 
which  foe  Empire  is  drifting,  ridiculing 
the  costly  puerilities  of  foe  army  .  . . 
and  stigmatizing  the  pliability  of 
Germany  which  crawls  on  its  stomach 
before  foe  Tsar’s  police  while 
condemning  German  citizens  for  leae- 
majeste  towards  the  Emperor  of 
Rissis.’’... 

THE STUDENT

What  does  the  Christina  mean  when  he 
speaks,  as  he  often  does,  of  love?  The 
Greek  language,  in  which  our  New 
Testament  was  written,  is  more  subtle 
than  English  and  has  three  words  which 
we  translate  as  love.  First  eras,  which 
survives  in  our  word  erotic,  means  sexual 
lover,  of  the  three  Greek  words  for  love  this 
is  the  only  one  not  used  by  New 
Testament  writers. 

Secondly,  there  is  philia,  which  St  Paul 
uses  for  love  of  wisdom  (philosophy),  and 
the  writer  of  Acts  as  benevolence  or 
humanity  (philanthropy),  while  in  the 
Epistles  to  Timthy  phioa  describes  love  of 
money  or  of  self 

But  the  word  for  love  in  St  Paul’s  great 
hymn,  1  Corinthians  13,  is  agape,  the  same 
word  is  used  by  St  John  when  he  tells  us 
that  love  comes  from  God  and  that  God  is 
love.  St  Mark,  the  earliest  of  the  four 
Gospel  writers,  also  uses  agape  when  he 
speaks  of  Jesus  saying  that  die  nvo  great 
commandments  are  to  love  God  and  to 
love  our  neighbour. 

Love  in  its  Christian  meaning  is  more 
than  sexual  desire  (eras),  more  than  liking 
(philia\  for  the  source  of  agape  is  not 
human  emotions  or  sentiments,  but. 
according  .to  St  John,  the  very  being  of 
God  Himself. 

Love  is  also  the  way  to  the  most 
profound  relationship  known  ot  man.  for 
as  we  read  in  The  Cloud  of  Unknowing: 
“God  may  well  be  loved,  but  not  thought. 
By  love  may  He  be  gotten  and  bolden,  but 
by  thought,  never."  Love,  therefore. 


transcends  knowledge  and  is  beyond 
language,  it  Wings  both  peace  andjoy^  but 
is  also  able  to  endure  hardship  and 
suffering,  to  which  it  is  no  stranger.  It 
exalts  to  the  heavenly  places  and  is  found 
on  the  Gross,  for  in  both  God  as  love  is 
revealed. 

In  foe  New  Testament  agape  is  spoken 
.  of  in  terms  of  personal  relationships:  ifoose 
between  God  and  foe  sold  or  between 
human  beings;  in  both  instances  the 
abilities  to  give  and  to  receive  are  present, 
for  love  is  unfulfilled  if  either  is  lacking. 

From  foia  mutual  giving  and  receiving 
develops  a  relationship  and  a  bonding,  so 
that  each  individual  partakes  of  and 
indwells  foe  other.  I  and  thou  become  ns, 
a  new  unity  in  which  there  is  harmony  and 
synergy  working  together);  hence  the 
feeling  of  being  in  tune  known  to  foose  - 
who  love  and  the  joy  that  they  experience 
in  the  fulfilment  of  each  through  and  in 
the  other.  . .  .  - 

This  agape,  found  in  the  uniting  -  of 
conscious  persons,  the  soul  with  God  or 
one  human  being  with  another,  is- the 
highest  expression  of  love  known  to 
mankind. 

When,,  however,  we  look  deeper ’into 
areas  usually  considered  to  be  devoid  of 
consciousness  we  find  that  foe  three 
indicators  of  love’s  presence  in  conscious 
personal  relationships  -  a  coming  together 
of  separate  entities  to  form  a  'unity, 
harmonious  coexistence,  and  synergy  -are 
all  present  throughout  the  universe.  In  the 
mysterious  sub-atomic  world  of  the 


s  presence 


physicist  focre  occurs  a  synthesis  md 
harmonious  synergy,  which  builds  up  foe 
ample  gtoments-  Those,  in  font,  combine 
in'  molecules,  such  as  foe  double  helix  erf 
DNA,  which  unite  to  form  cells,  which  in 
their  turn  group  together  to  form  higher 
organisms;  thence  upward  through  ever 
more  complex  unities  until- foe  emergence 
of  man  as  a  sdf-consdous  being. 

Thrcnigtout  this  whole  progression  rim 
Hke  golden  threads  the  tendencies  for  ever 
more  complex  unities  to  develop  from 
multiplicity  and  for  harmonious  coexist¬ 
ence  and  synergy  to  appear  as  the  many 
mage  into  a  one.  Tidhard  de  Chardin 
develops  that  theme  in  his  writings  and 
especially  in  The  Future  of  .  Man.  The 
implication  is  that  everwheae  in  the 
universe  there  is  evidence  of  the  presence 
of  that  activity,  which,  when  it  iafound  at 
foe  level  of  consciousness,  we  speak  of  as 


So  the  Christian,  while  knowing  that 
love  is  most  folly  manifest  in  conscious 
relationships,  also  secs  it  permeating  the 
whole  cosmos  as  the  means  by  which  the 
Creator,  Himself  love,'  fulfils  His  -will  in 
creation. 

This  same  love  from  and  in  God,  which 
unites  us  humans  with  each  other  and  our 
souls  with  God,  is  therefore  foe  hymn  of 
the  universe  whimsby  “The  heavens  declare 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  firmament 
sbowetb  His  handiwork”.

The  wages  of  sin,  or  at  any  rate 
low  life,  were  set  at  £1,080,000  at 
Christie's  yesterday.

From  a  slow  foe&i nninj 
ihc  cassette  now  outsells  the 
long-playing  record  and  given 
another  five  years  or  so  the 
compact  disc  could  supersede 
both  of  them. 

The  Germans  call  them  sil'  er 
beer  mats,  which  is  uol  a  bad 
description.  The  CD  is  a  PlasTlC 
and  aluminium  disc  and  ii  is. 
indeed,  compact,  measuring/*^ 
inches  across.  It  plays  on  one 
side  only  but  gives  UP  x° 
minutes  or  music,  enough  to 
encompass  most  symphonies. 

So  the  most  obvious  advan- 
laec  of  CD  over  LP  is  in  sa';»ne 
storage  space:  but  that  >s  onl>  a 
small  part  of  the  stoty.  The  disc 
is  plavcd.  or  rather  read  by  a 
laser.  There  is.  therefore,  no 
physical  contact  and  the  disc 
wifi  never  wear  out  through 
continued  playing. 

But  the  heart  of  the  matter,  in 
ihe  words  of  an  early  ad  v  erm¬ 
ine  slogan,  is  “no  snap,  no 
crackle,  no  pop”.

Digital  record¬ 
ings  can  cover  a  range  of  sound 
corresponding  to  90  decibels  or 
better.  Conventional  analogue 
svstems  regularly  achieve  60  to 
70  decibels  but  are  prone  to 
noise  and  distortion.  They  are 
also  subject  io  ageing,  wear  and 
dirt,  whereas  given  reasonable 
handling,  the  compact  disc 
should  suffer  none  ol  these 

Ararl  from  its  outstanding 
dynamic  range,  the  advantage 
of  the  digital  system  is  to  bring 
in  microprocessors  which  allow

What  can  be  said  on  the  debit 
side?  First,  both  the  hardware 
i ihc  players)  and  the  software 
tthe  discs)  are  expensive  com¬ 
pared  with  record  players  and 
LPs.  The  average  CD  player, 
despite  ihe  laci.ihat  prices  have 
tumbled  since  the  launch  two 
and  a  half  vears  ago.  still  sians 
at  around  £200.  A  good  record 
player  can  be  bought  for  halt 
that. 

As  lor  the  compact  discs 
themselves,  the  average  price  is 
about  £1 1 .  and  the  range  is  from 
c09 9  to  £21.99.  The  range  or 
prices  for  LP  records  is  from 
c  v  50  lo  £5.90.  with  ihe  bulk  ol 
Mies  coming  ai  the  cheaper  end. 

One  factor  keeping  the  compact 
discs  expensive  is  that  demand 
is  greatly  outstripping  supply. 

^  second  reservation  about 
CD  is  that  although  the  sound 
quality  is  generally  superior,  it 
mav  not  be  to  every  taste  in 
cverv  case.  Ears  have  become 
used  io  analogue  recordings, 
whatever  their  shortcomings, 
and  some  people  find  digital 
sound  harsh  and  unnatural. 
Also,  some  works  may  be  belier 
suited  to  CD  than  others. 

But  there  is  no  doubt 
that  CD  is  taking  on.

Half  a  world  and  more 
than  a  century  away 


Malaga  remains  the  gateway  to  the 
Costa  del  Sol  Most  of  the  passengers 
through  the  airport  scuttle  away  ax 
high  speed  to  golf  at  Torrexnolinos, 
the  luxury  fleshpois  of  MarbeHa  or, 
more'  humbly,  to  one  of  those  tiny 
hotels  grimly  clutching  its  few 
square  feet  of  sand  which  the 
Mediterranean  calls  a  beach. 

But  those  wise  enough  to  spend  a 
couple  of  days  in  Malaga  - 
preferably  not  on  the  airport  side  of 
town  -  will  not  have  to  work  too 
hard  to  get  a  taste  of  the  town  that 
centuries  ago  was  one  of  the  richest 
and  most  intellectual  in  Western 
Europe. 

The  starting  point  should  prob¬ 
ably  not  be  the  obvious  one  of  the 
Gibraifero,  with  its  commanding 
views  of  port  and  coastline  from  the 
state-run  hotel  parador  (one  of  the 
older,  smaller  and,  on  my  visit, 
sleepier  of  its  kind)  but  the  very 
centre  of  the  city.  The  breadth  of  the 
avenues,  the  height  of  the  fountains, 
announce  civic  pride;  the  horse- 
drawn  carriages  waiting  in  the  shade 
of  the  cathedral  blend  into  the 
scenery  rather  than  protruding  as 
tourist  curiosities  as  they  do  in,  say, 
Salzburg. 

The  plaza  de  loros  may  offer 
nothing  more  exciting  than  the 
visiting  Japanese  National  Circus, 
first  time  in  Spain  (and  possibly  the 

Lunch  is  eaten  late;

last),  but  between  it  and  the  sea  are 
genuine  restaurants  in  the  side 
streets,  like  El  Tabema  del  Pintor, 
where  the  arrogance  of  waiters  to 
non-Spaniards  would  do  credit  to 
Escamillo  himself 

On  the  front  itself  even  in 
November,  the  wrinklies  come 
down  from  their  condominiums  for 
a  morning  bathe,  while  others  sit 
bleary-eyed  in  darkened  bars  with  a 
beer  or  an  anis  to  remove  the 
memory  of  last  night's  supermarket 
brandy.  Antonio  Martin,  with  its 
prime  position  on  the  sea,  has  its 
banks  of  shellfish  carefully  arranged 
and  the  sepia  photographs  of 
forgotten  divas  well  dusted.  This  is  a 
very  correct  restaurant,  but  do  not 
expect  to  lunch  before  1.30pm  - 
Andalusian  rules  apply. 

Yes,  Malaga  retains  its  standards, 
just  as  it  retains  its  sweet  wines, 
which  once  bad  a  substantial  market 
in  Britain. 

For  those  who  insist  on  sticking  to 
the  shore,  the  parador  at  Nerja,  50 
kilometres  away,  is  the  one  to  make 
for.  a  flowery  oasis  in  the  Mediter*

ranean’s  concrete  strip,  with  gardens 
going  down  to  the  sea.  But  if  you 
have  a  car,  then  head  for  the  hills. 
And  what  hill*  they  are  north  of 
Malaga.  A  spectacular  highway  runs 
up  to  Antequera,  but  a  little  further 
east  a  tiny  road  to  the  village  of 
Olivas  leads  into  a  Spain  that  is  a 
world  and  a  century  away  from  the 
coast 

The  sum  of  Antequera  is  more 
impressive  then  any  individual 
budding:  narrow,  whitewashed 
streets  bisecting  one  another,  each 
house  with  its  black,  wronght-iion 
balcony.  All  is  within  easy  walking 
distance  of  the  parador  on  the  edge 
of  town,  a  new  and  spacious 
structure  where  there  is  a  good 
sprinkling  of  “Ts"  (indicating  local 
dishes,  ptaios  tipicos )  on  both  the  d 
la  carte  and  table  d'hote  menus. 
Sample  the  puddings,  very  sweet 
and  very  delicious,  in  which 
cinnamon  and  sugar  predominate. 

East,  the  main  highway  leads  to 
Granada,  whh  small  towns  like  Loja 
tucked  back  from  the  road  and  away 
from  the  diesel  fumes.  Close  to  Loja, 
the  Rio  Frio  is  a  model  Spanish 
road-house,  with  mini-market,  a 
self-service  bullet  for  £2  and  a  highly 
respectable  restaurant  where  the 
stuffed  trout  (£1.50)  is  succulent. 

Granada  has  many  undoubted 
attractions,  including  the  magnifi¬ 
cent  Alhambra  Palace.  But  quite 
enough  has  been  written  about  it  so  I 
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Grandeur  of  Granada:  a  view 
of  the  Alhambra  Palace 

decided  to  head  south-west  to 
Ronda,  via  the  tumbledown  town  of 
Alora  and  the  mountains. 

This  again  is  forgotten  country.  At 
Ardales,  a  fierce  and  private  village, 
the  signs  petered  out  in  a  maze  of 
streets  whose  narrowness  pro¬ 
claimed  their  hostility  to  care. 
“Which  way  to  Ronda,  please?"  I 
asked  a  substantial  housewife.  “That 
way",  came  the  reply,  “but  I 
wouldn't  advise  it"  I  headed  hack  to 
the  highway. 

Ronda,  some  hispanophifes 
claim,  is  the  heart  of  Andalusia. 
Certainly  it  is  compact,  and  an  hour 
and  a  half  s  walk  around  town  will 
take  in  most  of  the  main  Moorish 
buildings.  The  plaza  de  toros.  200 
years  old,  still  has  its  elegant  tiny 
balcony  overlooking  the  street  Two 
QaoSraySirra 
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steps  away,  the  Hotel  Polo  is 
functional  and  very  cheap.  And  up 
the  hill  the  Reina  Victoria,  once 
favoured  by  the  officers  from 
Gibraltar,  remains. 

Many  of  the  rooms  have  glorious 
views,  but  the  food  in  the  restaurant 
seemed  to  have  been  pulled  down  to 
a  drab  monotony  by  catering  for  too 
many  coach  parties.  Nor  would 
those  officers  nave  been  pleased  to 
encounter  a  barman  trying  to  pass 
off  a  crime  de  men  the  as  a  green 
chartreuse  before  admitting  defeat 

Probably  the  place  to  drink  is  the 
Meson,  a  gatehouse  just  inside  the 
grounds  of  the  Reina  Victoria 
which,  perhaps,  the  ostlers  once 
used.  Undoubtedly  the  place  to  eat 
is  Don  Miguel,  where  the  wine  list  is 
also  splendid. 

Unique  is  a  centre  of  the  tanning 
industry  but  there  can  be  few 
adventures  in  the  skin  trade  here: 
the  one  hotel  recommended  in  the 
’S3  Michelin  turned  out  to  be  a  fly¬ 
blown  affair-  Better  to  choose  the 
elegant  Grazalema  (centre  of  the 
glove  industry)  where  the  Hostal 
provided  eggs,  bacon  and  chorizco 
(garlic  sausages)  at  twice  the  quality 
and  half  the  cost  of  British  Rail. 

At  Aitos  the  parador  turned  out 
to  be  a  paragon.  The  rooms  have 
chuacter,. the  restaurant 
and  in  every  direction  the  views  are 

A  maze  of  narrow 
streets  hostile  to  cars 


rfflyriing-  Walk  across  the  square, 
keep  going,  and  on  the  left  is  AL 
Caravan,  a  busy  bar  that  really  does 
serve  high  quality  tapas.  Turn  right 
out  of  the  hotel  and  right  again  to 
find  the  local  craft  shop  which, 
unlike  most  of  its  ilk,'  has  local 
drinks  for  consumption,  including 
the  only  red  wine  made  in  these 
parts.  The  Corregidar’s  own  special¬ 
ity  is  tala,  hopefully  translated  as 
“toothed  bream";  it  lives  on  dams 
and  prawns,  which  makes  it  sound 
almost  human. 

Beneath  Arcos  the  grainfidds 
begin,  until  they  merge  into  the 
vineyards  of  Jerez.  That  town  has 
been  much  criticized  for  its  urban 
sprawl  and  there  is  indeed  plenty  of 
that  But  the. centre  guards  some  of 
its  old  elegance.  On  a  Sunday 
morning  the  ancient  gentlemen  are 
dozing  in  the  semi-darkness  of  their 
club,  willing  on  the  hour  for  the  first 
drink  of  the  day. 

Good  meals  can  be  found  at  the 
simple  ventas  in  the  middle  of  the 
vineyards.  Los .  Naranjos,  on  xbe 
Sanlucar  road  at  the  turn-off  to  Rota 
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Mind  the  sap:  Looking  down  the  breathtaking  El  Tt^o  gorge  in  Koala  and  (bfk^  shop^ts 
streets  of  the  compact  town  winch,  some  htspanophiles  dh&t,  is  the  heart  ofAnnahreia 

Barbadillo  for  well  under  £5,  plus  of 
course  sherry  at  about  20p  a  glass.  . 

Back  down  the  E25  coastal  road, 
the  industrial  oomplex  around  Cadiz 
has  to  be  passed  before  places  tike 
Vqer  de  la  Frontera  arid  the  even 
more  attractive  Barbate  are  readied. 

Tarife,  on  the  southernmost  tip  of 
Iberia,  has  been  accused  of  being  a 
secretive  and  inbred  town,  but  the 
tourist  industry  is  seeing  off  that 
description.  The  best  book  cm  the 
area  is  Nicholas  Luard’s  Andahicla 
(Century,  £3.9 5). 

And  so  to  Algedras  with  the 
Reina  Christina,  one  of  Spain's  most 
famous  hotels,  overlooking  the  part:  > 

I  lunched  in  solitary  state  on  a  plate 
of  excellent  prawns  costing  exactly 
the  price  of  a  table  d’hbte  meal  at  the 
Arcos  parador.  In  the  foyer  a  notice 
aid:  “NEW  GUESTS:  Assemble 
6.15.  Amble  round  Algedras  with 
Alf  and  Doris." 

In  Andalusia  the  advice  is  to  head 
for  the  hills.

(Philips  412  592-2,  two  CDs),  a 
recording  which  probed  into  the 
darker  comers  of  Verdi's  opera, 
which  all  too  often  is  treated 
superficially.  Nefl  Schicoff.  who 
has  not  often  shown  himself  on 
lop  form  in  London,  here 
displayed  his  tenor  to  best  effect 
as  the  Duca.  Grubcrova  was  a 
predictably  brilliant  Gilda  and 
Bruson  brooded  darkly  in  the 
title  -  role.  Philips’  engineers 
produced  the  best  operatic 
sound  of  the  year. 

And,  on  the  sound  front,  no 
reissue  was  more  welcome  than 
EMI’s  Tesca  (CDs  747  178,  two- 
CDs).- Infinite  words  of  praise 
have  been  spent  on  the  vocal 
trio  of -Cal  las,.  De  Slefano  and 
Gobbi  plus  the  conductor,  dc 
Sabaia,  and  quite  rightly.  It  is 
the  version  of  Tosco  we  should 
ail  have  on  our  shelves.  EMI's 
archives  are  full  of  marvellous 
material  which  1  hope  their 
engineers  arc  busy  transferring 
on  to  CD. 

A  selection  of  three  Italian 
operas?  Well,  it  was  that  sort  of 
a  year.  - 

CD),  and  Peter  Hill  offering  a 
quite  extraordinarily  beautiful 
and  right  reading  of  Messiaen  !s 
Preludes  as  the  start  of  a 
complete  cycle  of  his  piano 
music  (Li  nkorn-Kanchana  DKP 
9037,  black  disc). 

Then-  there  is  the  Hilliard 
Ensemble  opening  one's  ears 
and  mind  to  the  15th  century 
and  to  the  remarkable  intimate 
glories  of  Ockeghem’s  Requiem 
and  Missa  Mi-Mi  (EMI  Refiexe 
EL  27  0098  1,  LP):  .\nd  the 
Christmas  special  has  to  be  the 
William  Byrd  Choir's  recon¬ 
struction  of  a  Papal  Mass  of  St 
Sylvester  as  U  might  have  been 
song  on  31  December  1613,  with 
the  ringing  huge  bathroom 
acoustic  of  the  Sis  tine  Chapel. 
(BBC  Artitun  REGL  572.  black 
disc).

Argo's  boxed  set  of  Sibelius's 
songs  (Argo  411  739-1,  five 
black  discs)  tops  my  list.  The  10 
sides  or  live,  engaging  perform¬ 
ances  range  from  the  comfort¬ 
ing  familiarity  of  "Svarta  rose” 
to  rarities  tike  the  Finnish 
'■Kaiutar"  and  the  guitar- 
accompanied  Shakespeare  so  ngs. 

Of  all  the  sixtieth  birthday 
tributes  to  Dietrich  Fischer- 
Dieskau,  EMI's  three  boxed  sets 
together  represent-  the  finest 
monument  of  these,  the  Licder 
collection  is  the  most  revealing 
(EMI  29  0429  3.  three  black 
discs).  Periods  of  his  life  are 
matched  most  astutely  to 
composer  and  accompanist: 
Sawallisch  for  Mendelssohn. 


Moore  for  Schubert  and  Waif. 
Rcimann  for  Nietzsche  and 
Webern. 

Only  a  singer  with  Fischer- 
Dieskau's  assimilation  of  the 
German  song  tradition  could 
bring  such  richness  of  insight  to 
the  world  premiere  recording  of 
Berg's  Jugeudlieder  (EMI  27 
0195.  black  disc).  These  vo¬ 
racious  settings  by  -Berg  thc_ 
young  auio-didaet:  mTSke 
thought-provoking  listening. 

Finally,  one  record  always 
gets  a  prize  for  making  some 
over-recorded  work  seem  richer 
and  more  necessary  than  it  did 
before.  Marek  Janowski  and  the 
Royal  Liverpool  Philharmonic 
Orchestra  do  it  for  Brahms’s 
Fourth  Symphony:  (A5V  DCA 
S33.  black  disci,  buoyant,  this 
performance  catches  fire  anew.

Three  releases  spring  immedi¬ 
ately  to  mind.  Handel’s  Esther 
states  its  considerable  case  in 
Christopher  Hogwood’s  effer¬ 
vescent  and  moving  realization 
of  the  first,  short  version  of 
1718  (Dccca  L’Oiseau-Lyre 
Florilegium  414  423-1  OH2, 
rno  black  discs). 

Another  “early  music’'  choice 
has  to  .be  Andrew  Parrott’s 
intelligently  conceived  recording 
of  Monteverdi’s  Vespers,  charac¬ 
terized  by  clarity,  brilliance  and 
a  real  sense  of  devotion  (EMI 
Refiexe  EX  270129-3,  LP).  A 
magnificent  opera  recording  on 
CD  completes  my  list:  Sir  Ceorg 
Solti's  account  of  that  master¬ 
piece  of  dichotomy.  Moses  und 
Aron  (Decca  414  264-2  DH2). 


My  favourite  recording  of  1983 
has  only  just  appeared:  John 
Eliot  Gardiner’s  entirely  per¬ 
suasive  account  of  Bacb’s  Mass 
in  B  minor  (DG  Archive,  415 
514-1,  two  black  discs),  re¬ 
corded  interpretations  of  this 
work  have  veered  to  extremes 
in  recent  years;  compare 
Jochum’s  treadmill  with  Rif- 
kin's  whirligig,  for  instance. 
While  Gardiner  is  in  no  sense  a 
“compromise”  candidate  he 
docs  seem  to  take  the  most 
sensible  option  every  lime,  and 
chc  Monteverdi  Choir's  alert 
singing  perfectly  matches  the 
English  Baroque  Soloists' 
spruce  original-instrument  tex¬ 
tures. 

I  heard  an  early  "test 
pressing”  of  Andrew  Parron’s 
fascinating  liturgical  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  Monteverdi’s  1610 
Vespers,  and  was  entranced  by 
the  iranslucent  textures  (helped 
by  Parrott's  designation  .  of 
many  choral  sections  to  solo 
voices)  and  the  dancing,  vigor¬ 
ous  approach.  Then  the  finished 
product  arrived  (FM1  Refiexe. 
EX  270129-3.  two  black  discs) 
complete  w’iih  a  sleeve  note 
plunging  us  into  wearisome 
academic  controversies.  But 
>'ou  don't  have  to  read  sleeve 
notes.  Buy  it  for  the  stylish 
music-making. 

Last  year.  Schubert's  sym¬ 
phonies  were  served  up  with 
revelatory  clarity  by  Marrincr 
and  the  Academy  of  Si  Martin 
In  the  Fields.  New  Haitink  and 
the  Coocerigebouw  Orchestra 
have  done  the  same  for 
Schumann's  symphonies  (Phi¬ 
lips.  4(2  852- !.  three  black 
discs).  They  arc  reputed  to  be 
problematic  works  for  a  con¬ 
ductor  to  balance,  yet  Haitink 
makes  the  orchestration  sound 
completely  convincing  and  also 
offers  some  uncharacteristically 
headstrong  (some  might  say 
wilful)  interpretative  ideas. 
Challenging  stuff.  If  you  opt  for 
black  rather  than  compact  discs 
you  acquire  Schumann's  lively 
overtures  into  the  bargain.

Christmas  merry-making 

has  traditionally  had  as 
much :  to  do  with  the 
product  of  the  grain  as  it  has 
with  the  .  grape.  The  two, 
however,  do  not  always  make 
perfect  partners.  So  if  you  know 
you  are  going  to  partake  of  a 
several  -  festive  courses  of  fine 
wines  accompanied  ,  by  fine 
foods,  ii  is  unwise  to  knock 
back  three  palate-numbing  and 
possibly  head-spinning  gin  and 
tonics  before  you  start. 

Everyone  lends  to  watch  their 
alcohol  intake  these  days  -  and 
not  just  because  of  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  running  into  the  Jaw  on 
the  way  home.  Most  of  us  try  to 
refrain  from  over-indulgence  in 
older  to  avoid  what  the  French 
so  aptly  call  a  crisc  de  foie  -  a 
liverish  attack. 

Perhaps  the  ideal  solution  for 
i  festive  imbibers  is  to  drink 
fewer  but  better  spirits.  Tipplers 
1  may  feel  that  there  is  no  great 
difference  between  one  gin  or 
whisky,  and  the  next  but  blind 
tastings  have  proved  that  there 
can  be  as 'much  variety  between 
them  as  there  is  between  wines. 

.  1  attended  a  series  of  blind 
spirit  tastings  earlier  this  year 
and  was  amazed  to  discover  at

The  spirits  of  Christmas  to  come 


Supermarkets  are 
good  hunting 
ground  for  a  drop  of 
the  hard  stuff,  writes 
Jane  MacQuitty 

the  gin  tasting  that  gins  reeking 
solely  of  such  obvious  flavour¬ 
ings  or  “botanicais”  as  tanger¬ 
ines  or  cloves  are  now  com¬ 
monplace  on  supermarket 
shelves.  Equally  surprising 
when  the  bottles  were  revealed 
was  that  the  prestigious  branded 
gins  such  as  Gordon’s  and 
Gilbey’s  London  Dry  were  not 
the  outright  winners  either. 

Top  of  the  gin  tasting  in  my 
book  and  considerably  cheaper 
than  the  big'  brands  were 
Tesco's  strong,  juniper-redolent 
Dry  London  Gin  followed  by 
ASbA’s  pleasingly  herbaceous 
London  Dry  Gin.  Both  would 
make  admirable  Christmas  gins. 
The  other  supermarket  gins  in 


the  tasting  all  suffered  from 
cheap,  oily,  ersatz  characters. 

The  whisky  tasting  placed 
several  well-known  brands 
among  the  supermarket  offer¬ 


ings  -  and  once  again  many 
supermarket  labels  proved 
superior.  Blended  whiskies  have 
a  higher  proportion  of  malts  in 
their  mix.  Certainly  ASDA’s 
Scotch  whisky  had  a  touch  of 
that  Islav  smokiness  about  it 
even  if  it  had  a  rather  fiery 
finish. 

The  stars  of  this  blind  tasting 
were  two  wonderful  blended 
whiskies  from  the  Co-op.  The 
first.  HeatherdaJe.  had  an 
impressive  light,  fruity,  peat- 
reek  smell  backed  up  by  a  rich 
smoky  palate.  Majority,  the 
other,  was  a  richer,  fruitier 
blend. 

After  the  blended  whiskies, 
there  was  a  small  selection  of 
supermarket  malt  whiskies  - 
again  put  up  against  the  most 
popular  branded  malts  such  as 
Gienfiddich  and  Glenlivet.  both 
of  which  I  found  particularly 
bland  and  disappointing.  Tes¬ 
co's  Pure  Malt  fared  well  in  this 


line-up  with  its  excellent,  rich, 
warm,  smoky-iodine  smell  and 
taste  that  is  typical  of  a  good 
Islay  malt.  Safcway's  Pure 
Highland  Mali  was  just  half  a 
point  behind  in  my  tasting 
notes;  its  unusual,  flowery, 
smoky  smell  and  soft,  smoky- 
palate  reminded  me  a  little  of 
Talisker  from  the  Isle  of  Skye. 

Brandy,  including  cognac, 
was  the  only  category  of 
spirits  where  the  big 
brands  triumphed  over  those  of 
the  supermarket  labels.  This 
was  probably  because,  with  one 
exception,  cognac  was  com¬ 
pared  not  with  own-label 
cognac  but  with  cheaper,  less 
distinguished,  own-label  French 
grape  brandy. 

Given  such  humble  compe¬ 
tition.  Martel!  Three  Star 
romped  home  the  winner  with 
its  lovely  rich.,  warm,  velvety 
flowery  taste  ifiar-is  definitely 


too  good  to  set  alight  on  the 
plum  pudding.  Next  came 
Hennessy's  VS.  equivalent  to  a 
three  star  cognac.  1  enjoyed  its 
rich,  traditional  prune-!  ike 
cognac  style.  By  comparison  the 
nearest  "supermarket  offering. 
Sainsbury’*  Grande  Fine  Cog¬ 
nac.  appeared  somewhat  raisi- 
nv.  spirity  and  young  even  ,tf  it 
had  some  vanilla-like  charm  on 
the  palate. 

High  strength  tippling  there¬ 
fore  need  not  cost  the  earth.  The 
va«tous  supermarket  spirits 
listed  above  sell  for  at  least  £1 
cheaper  per  bottle  than  the 
widely  available  proprietary 
brands,  varying  in  price  from 
about  £6  per  bottle  for  gin  up  to 
£12  for  malt  whisky.  But  when 
you  arc  shopping  for  spirits  in 
the  supermarkets,  make  sure 
that  you  buy  full-strength  40  per 
cent  alcohol  and  full-size  7 5cl 
bottles  of  gin.  whisky  or  brandy.

Together  at  last  Henry  Fonda  with  Katharine  Hepburn  in  On  Golden  Pond 

Fonda’s  sunset  glory 


FILMS  ON  TV 


Henry  Fonda  was  one  of 
Hollywood’s  finest  actors  but  he 
had  never,  in  his  45  years  in 
movies,  won  an  Oscar.  Katha¬ 
rine  Hepburn  had  won  two 
Oscars  but  had  never,  in  nearly 
half  a  century  in  films,  acted 
with  Henry  Fonda. 

Jane  Fonda  had  been  in  films 
for  20  years  but  never  in  the 
same  movie  as  father  Henry. 
When  the  two  of  them  fell  out, 
over  her  opposition  to  the 
Vietnam  war  as  well  as  personal 
difference,  the  chances  of 
professional  collaboration 
seemed  remote. 

And  then  came  On  Golden 
Pond,  which  has  its  first  British 
television  showing  tomorrow 
(ITV.  7.45*9.45pm). 

Though  based  on  a  Broadway 
play,  it  could  have  been  written 
with  the  Fondas  in  mind, 
dealing  as  it  did  with  an  elderly 
father  living  on  borrowed  time 
and  his  reconciliation  with  a 


once  alienated  daughter.  Fonda 
and  Hepburn  play  an  elderly 
married  couple  spending  their 
48th  summer  at  their  country 
home  in  New  England.  Norman 
(like  Fonda  himself)  has  a  heart 
condition  and  is  finding  diffi¬ 
culty  in  coming  to  terms  with 
old  age.  Their  daughter  Chelsea 
(Jane  Fonda)  arrives  to  cele¬ 
brate  Norman’s  80th  birthday, 
with  her  boyfriend  and  his 
young  son.  Like  the  Fondas  in 
real  life,  Norman  and  Chelsea 
have  drifted  apart 

The  film  charts  the  gradual 
mending  of  the  relationship, 
with  the  mutual  affection  that 
develops  between  the  old  man 
and  the  young  boy  as  the 
catalyst 

The  emotional  theme  of  the 
film  is  reflected  in  the  visual 
detail,  a  golden  summer  turning 
to  autumn  with  lingering  shots 
of  rippling  water  and  miracu¬ 
lous  sunsets.  The  director  of 
photography  was  the  British 
cameraman.  Billy  Williams, 
who  won  an  Oscar  for  Gandhi. 
Unashamedly  sentimental.  On 


Golden  Pond  was  a  throwback 
to  Hollywood's  heyday.  In  the 
cynical  and  violent  world  of  the 
l’980s  it  seemed  a  strange 
bedfellow  for  Ram  bo  and  Mad 
Max. 

And  yet  it  found  an  audience, 
and  a  very  big  one.  More  than 
80  per  cent  of  people  who  go  to 
t)ie  cinema  are  in  their  teens 
and  early  20s,  hardly  the 
following  for  a  film  with  no 
violence  or  explicit  sex  and 
ageing  stars.  Perhaps  the  word 
got  round  and  an  older  gener¬ 
ation  of  filmgoers  who  had  not 
set  foot  inside  a  cinema  for 
years  to  come  to  take  a  last  look 
at  the  idols  of  their  youth,  the 
Hepbum  who  had  spamrd  with 
Spencer  Tracy  and  the  Fonda  of 
The  Grapes  of  Wrath. 

Whatever  the  chemistry  of 
On  Golden  Pond  its  happy-sad 
conclusion  was  soon  echoed  in 
real  life.  When  Oscar  lime  came 
round  in  March  1982,  the  top 
awards  went  to  Hepburn  arid 
Henry  Fonda.  Henry  wps  too  ill 
to  attend  and  Jane  went  up  in 
his  place.  Six  months  later  he 
was  dead. 


Advent  of  a 
quixotic 
double-act 


TELEVISION 

When  TV  brings  the  News  at 
Ten  an  hour  forward,  as  it  does 
on  Monday,  something  special 
is  afoot.  No,  not  another 
dreadful  American  mini-series 
but  a  splendid  adaptation  by 
Easton  Filins  -  the  company 
responsible  for  The  Sweeney  and 
Minder  -  of  Graham  Greene’s 
Consignor  Quixote  (9J0- 
1 1.45pm). 

To  be  precise  it  is  an 
adaptation  by  Christopher 
Neame,  directed  by  Rodney 
Bennett.  It  is  right  to  stress  the 
be hind-tb e-camera  credits,  for 
they  are  likely  to  be  obscured  in 
the  shower  of  praise  that  will 
surely  descend  on  the  central 
performances  by  Sir  Alec 
Guinness  and  Leo  McKern  as 
the  ZOth-century  Don  Quixote 
and  Ssncho  Panza. 

Graham  Greene  rarely  ap¬ 
proves  of  screen  versions  of  bis 
novels  but  be  is  reported  to  be 
pleased  with  this  one.  So  he 
should  be.  Everything  about  it  is 
right,  from  the  hot.  dusty 
Spanish  locations,  to  a  script 
which  has  die  authentic  flavour 
of  Greene's  original  and  acting 
of  the  highest  quality,  from  the 
biggest  parts  to  the  smallest 

Above  all,  the  film  is  foil  of 
humour.  Don  Quixote  and 
Sancho  Panza  were  the  More- 
cam  be  and  Wise  of  their  time. 
Guinness,  as  the  bumble  parish 
priest  unexpectedly  elevated  to 
Monsignor,  and  McKern,  play¬ 
ing  a  deposed  Communist 
mayor  are  a  double  act  of  no  less 
calibre. 

Otherwise  the  week  sees 
several  autumn  series  coming  to 
an  end  as  the  companies  clear 
the  decks  for  Christmas.  Shed  a 
tear  or  two  for  the  last  episode 
of  Juliet  Bravo  (BBC1,  7.15- 
8.0Spm).  It  was  one  of  the  first 
cop  shows  with  a  female  lead, 
still  pretty  daring  in  1980,  and 
one  of  the  few  that  manages  to 
tell  its  stories  without  recourse 
to  ear-bashing  car*chases  and 
thnggish  violence.

Women,  power  and  poverty 


RADIO 


Formidable  women  dominate 
the  airwaves  this  week  and  we 
will  start  with  those  queens  of 
the  Parisian  artistic  world  of  the 
1920s,  Gertrude  Stein  and  Alice 
B.  Toklas. 

Gertrude,  who  came  from  a 
wealthy  German-Jewish  family 
in  Pennsylvania,  was  the 
patroness  of  artists  such  as 
Renoir,  Cezanne,  Matisse  and 
Picasso.  Alice,  also  American, 
and  no  less  flamboyant,  wrote  a 
famous  cookbook.  They  lived 
together  for  nearly  40  years, 
until  Gertrude’s  death  from 
cancer. 

Ernest  Hemingway  called 
them  Gertrude  Stein  and  a 


Companion,  the  title  of  the  play 
by  Win  Wells  which  has  its  first 
rdio  production  tomorrow 
(Radio  3,  7.45-8.55pm).  Miriam 
Margolyes  plays  Gertrude  and 
Natasha  Morgan  Alice  in  a 
mosaic  of  their  life  together 
drawn  largely  -from  Gertrude’s 
own  writings. 

Earlier  the  same  evening  on 
Radio  4,  Bookshelf  (6.30-7j>m) 
is  devoted  to  an  interview 
between  Hunter  Davies  and  the 
New  Zealand  writer,  Ken 
Hulme,  who  started  her  career 
at  the  age  of  seven  with  a 
pastiche  of  Enid  Blylon  and  to 
general  surprise  (not  least  her 
own)  won  the  1985  Booker 
Prize  with  The  Bone  People. 

Davies  guides  her  through 
the  book  step  by  step,  from  its 
origin  as  an  18-year-old’s  dream 
to  its  treatment  of  violence  and 
•experimental  technique.  Keri 


Hulme  is  refreshingly  un pom¬ 
pous  about  her  work  and  after 
hearing  the  programme,  many 
who  have  rejected  The  Bone 
People  as  too  difficult  may  want 
to  think  again. 

The  colourful  life  of  Dotto- 
ressa  Moor  is  told  in  An 
Impossible  Woman  (Radio  4, 
Wednesday,  7. 45-8.4 5pm).

It  has  been  heartening  to  find, 
especially  in  a  year  not  short  of 
musical  anniversaries,  the  sixti¬ 
eth  birthday  of  Luciano  Berio 
so  '.warmly  and  generously 
honoured. 

Three  weeks  ago  he  was  the 
featured  composer  at  the  Hud¬ 
dersfield  Festival;  then  last 
night  he  conducted  a  celebra¬ 
tory  concert  given  by  the 
London  Sinfonietta.  Quite 
properly  the  occasion  was  less  a 
retrospective  than  a  chance  to 
catch  up  with  his  most  recent 
music,  though  with  him  the  new 
always  loops  back  to  the  old, 
bringing  to  light  what  had 
previously  been  implicit  or 
unregarded,  and  in  the  process, 
putting  a  haze  over  what  might 
once  have  been  prized. 

His  Folk  Songs  of  1964,  the 
one  Berio  classic  on  the 
programme,  catch  this  develop¬ 
ment  at  an  early  stage:  the 
original  songs  from  the  United 
States,  France,  Italy  and  West¬ 
ern  Asia  are  still  fully  present, 
but  given-  sophisticated  settings 
for  a  colourful  instrumental 
septet  For  as  long  as  records  are 
played,  the  world  will  be 
inseparable  from  the  voices  of 
Cathy  Berberian,  and  Susan 
Bickley’s  imitation  of  her  accent 
-  warm  tone  and  cooing  vibrato 
in  “black  is  the  colour”  -  was  at 
once  uncanny  and  plausibly 
inevitable. 

In  Voci,  written  two  years 
later  and  alternatively  titled 
Folk  Songs  II.  the  case  is 


different  The  melodies  are  all 
Sicilian,  and  they  have  been 
arranged  and  developed  to 
create  a  continuous  half-hour 
concerto  for  viola  and  two  small 
orchestras.  While  the  songs 
communicate  melancholy  to  the 
music  in  which  they  find 
themselves,  there  is  a  further 
plaintiveness  that  comes  from 
the  work’s  objectivity. 

It  is  a  tone  to  be  found  too  in 
Corale,  which  similarly,  but  on 
a  smaller  scale,  has  a  soloist 
here  a  violinist  rocked  like 
flotsam  on  an  orchestral  tide, 
though  this  time  Berio  uses  not 
Sicilian  memories  but  his  own. 
Carlo  Chiarappa  held  the  taut 
violin  line;  Aldo  Benniri  was 
the  eloquent  spinner  and 
plucker  of  musical  yarns  in 
Voci.  The  remaining  work  had 
an  absent  soloist  This  was 
Requies,  an  eight-minute 
memorial  to  Berberian.  mur¬ 
muring  through  the  rich  tissues 
of  chamber  orchestra  and 
sounding  like  the  accompani¬ 
ment  to  a  song  that  now  can 
never  be  sung.

Ghostly  echoes  of  realit 


It  is  surprising  to  be  reminded 
that  Arnold  Wesker  has  never 
until  now  written  a  play 
specifically  for  radio,  but  Bluey 
(Radio  3,  Wednesday;  producer 
Margaret  Wingham)  showed  as 
clearly  as  need  be  that  he  is 
ready’ and  able  to  make  use  of 
its  techniques.  The  play  takes 
place  chiefly  in  the  memory  of  a 
High  Court  judge,  Hilary 
Hawkins  (Patrick  Stewart),  as 
he  sits  in  his  Welsh  retreat  rain 
lashing  on  the  windows,  con¬ 
sidering  bis  own  guilt  and 
innocence.  Humanly  he  has 
failed  in  ways  that  we  all  fail:  an 
old  flame  is  dying  and  he  does 
not  go  and  see  her,  an  erstwhile 
friend  attempts  to  re-establish 
contact  and  he  ignores  him;  be 
never  quite  gels  gets  round  to 
moving  house  for  his  old 
mother  and  she  dies  alone. 

But  lodged  beneath  all  this  is 
the  incident  that  gives  the  play 
its  name.  As  a  young  and 
struggling  student  working  on  a 
building  site,  he  helped  the  boys 
to  filch  some  lead  (“bluey"  in 
the  trade)  and  by  inattention 
managed  to  drop  a  large  lump 
of  the  stuff  on  to  his  friend  Ron, 
the  plumber,  nearly  killing  him 
and  scarring  bitn  for  life.  But 
Hilary  never  visits  him,  not  in 
hospital  nor  afterwards.  Much 
later  in  life,  faced  in  court  with 
a  man  of  evil  and  heartless 
disposition,  he  finds  himself, 
dominated  by  this  creature  as  if 
he  were  the  embodiment  of  his 
own  flawed  nature. 

Of  course  this  is  the  synopsis 
of  a  play  perfectly  designed  for 
radio.  How  easy  it  is.  as  here, 
for  Wesker  to  have  his  judge 
imagine  Ron’s  reaction  if  he 
were  indeed  to  visit  him.  and 
the  possibilities  are  played  out: 
quiet  acceptance;  embitterment 
and  recrimination,  blindness 


and  misery-  Bul  there  arc 
dangers  too:  if  you  can  move 
around  in  time  and  place 
virtually  without  limit,  then  you 
may  find  yourself  skimming 
and  there  was  something  of  that 
here.  In  recollection  Bluey 
leaves  the  impression  more  of  a 
monologue  than  of  a  play  with 
characters. 

A  very  good  cast  Hoc  Melia. 
David  Swift  Nichola  McAu- 
liffe.  Mary  Wimbush  -  the  last, 
by  the  way,  now  celebrating  40 
years  as  a’ radio  actress)  did  all 
they  could,  but  were  not  able  to 
give  their  parts  fuiiy-fleshed 
identities.  They  were  shadowy 
creations,  like  elements  in  the 
ghost-story  Wesker  is  reported 
to  have  wanted  to  write.  To  that 
extent  of  course,  they  were  not 
unlike  the  denizens  of  memory, 
but  for  the  purposes  of  this  play 
something  stronger  was  re¬ 
quired  10  give  substance  to  the 
judge's  sense  of  guilt. 

There  was  also  a  curious 
sense  of  unreality  to  the  first  of 
the  .two  documentaries  which 
have  been  broadcast  these  last 
two  Sunday  evenings..  These 
have  been  the  outcome  of  a 
collaboration  with  Wes- 
ldcuischcT  Rundfunk,  Cologne, 
and  the  German  contribution 
turned  up  as  Don't  the  Time 
Just  Drag  (Radio  4.  December 
i).  This  appears  to  have-been 
written  as  a  play  based  on 
interviews  collected  by  its 
authors.  Richard  and  Lisa  Hey, 
abotit  the  desperate  life  of  15- 
ycar-old  Gaudia  who;  we  were 
told,  had  since  committed 
suiride.  In  the  English  version 
by  Roy  Kift.  and  as  produced 
by  Alec  Reid  in  Bristol  it  did  its 
best  to  sound  like  a  real 
documentary,  but  failed  as  it 
was  bound  to. 

:  Of  course  last  Sunday's 


Bringing  Up  Parents  (Radio  4: 
producer  Care  taylor)  made 
that  plain.  This  was  a  proper 
documentary  by  Peter  Spence 
and  Kevin  Malone  about  the 
Greenwich  Young  People's 
Theatre  and  how  they  put  on  a 
play  of  their  owe  devising  in 
which  their  own  often  tortured 
relationships  with  their  parents 
would  play  a  prominent  part. 

An  extraordinary  story 
emerged  from  Leslie  (Radio  4. 
Friday;  producer  Jock  Gallagher 
in  Birmingham ».  The  Amcnean 
Leslie  Lenike  was  bom  brain¬ 
damaged  and  displays  what  is 
called  Savant  Syndrome.  In  this 
condition  people  who  appear 
otherwise  mentally  deficient 
exhibit  exceptional  ability  in  a 
narrow  field.  Though  spastic. 
Leslie,  untaught,  seems  able  to 
remember  and  then  play  on  ih? 
piano  virtually  any  piece  of 
music. 

An  infection  of  the  ejes  in 
infanev  led  to  surgical  removal 
and  after  that  he  was  not 
expected  to  live.  But  thanks  to 
ihe  determination  of  his  deeply 
Teligious  foster-parents  and 
especially  of  May.  his  York¬ 
shire-born  foster-mother,  he 
survived.  May  is  now  senile, 
but  her  daughters  spoke  for  her. 
The  family,  not  surprisingly-  is 
inclined  to  see  Leslie's  gift.  - 
somewhat  uncommon  1  gather¬ 
ed.  in  the  history'  of  the 
syndrome  -  as  a  divine  miracle. 
Certainly  the  neuropathology 
remains  obscure,  bul  the  im¬ 
pression  given  by  Marjorie 
Lofthouse’s  programme,  with 
its  full  account  of  Leslie's 
behaviour  and  many  snatches 
of  his  rather  mechanical  play¬ 
ing.  was  of  a  condition  that  has 
reduced  the  human  brain  to  the 
equivalent  of  a  Utpe  recorder.

The  disappointment  of  the 
evening  was  the  absence  of  the 
first  London  performance  of 
Wilfred  Josephs’s  Arcadian 
Rhapsodic:  its  consolation  the 
deliciously  satisfying  pro¬ 
gramme  which  resulted  by 
default 

The  illness  of  the  Ondine 
Ensemble’s  cellist  meant  that 
the  Josephs  had  tq  be  deferred 
until  May  in  the  Wigmore  Hall. 
In  its  place,  and  also  that  of 
Pawlu  Grec's  Tedrad  II.  came 
two  works  for  flute,  viola  and, 
harp,  Bax’s  Elegiac  Trio  ana 
Debussy's  Sonata.  The  _  first 
made  an  endurable  postscript  to 
the  stimulating  first  half  (more 
of  that  later);  the  second  a 
revelatory  companion  piece  to 
Villa-Lobos's  Quintette  Instru¬ 
mental  after  the  interval. 

Both  the  Debussy  and  the 
Villa-Lobos  were  written  in  the 
last  two  years  of  each  com  pos¬ 
er’s  life;  what  thrills  the  ear  in 
both  is  the  sense  of  medium 
dissolving  absolutely  into 
composition.  In  the  Debussy 
Sonata,  a  complex  and  perfect 
distillation,  it  seems,  from  his 
subconsious,  flute,  viola  and 
harp  dance,  balance  and  reflea 
with  the  delicate  exuberance  of 
a  Dufy  painting.

Opec  on  the  cliffs 
edge  and  trembling 

Peter  Holmes,  the  chairman  of  “Shell" 
Transport  and  Trading,  is  not  a  man  to 
mince  words.  In  the  course’ of  an  elegant 
review  of  events  in  the  world  oft  market 
this  week,  be  conduded  that  the  Organis¬ 
ation  of  Petroleum  Exporting  Countries 
was  “oh  a  cliffs  edge".  If  Opec'  tumbles 
over  that  edge,  he  believes;  oil.  prices  will 
fall  sharply,  and  as  many  as  four  member- 
countries  would  face  bankruptcy.. 

Opec  declared  this  week  that  it  would 
be  seeking  to  maintain  its  share  of  the 
market  at  the  expense  of  non-members. 
The  biggest  producer  outside  Opec  is  the 
US,  bnt  it  exports  virtually  no  ml  and 
therefore  is  not  regarded  as  a  direct  threat 
to  O  pec’s  interests.  Britain  and  Norway 
are  seen  as  the  villains,  even  though  their 
oil  exports  have  not  increased  as  rapidly 
as  those  of  certain  other  countries.  . 


The  effect1  of  the  Opec  declaration  was 
to  send  oil.  and  currency  markets  into 
frenzy.  Although  the  frenzy  appears  to 
have  abated;  it  has  created  shock  waves  of 
uncertainty  which  will  last  well  into  next 
year;  -’ 

Mr  Holmes'  leitmotiv  that  these 
developments  will  cause  the  strong  to 
grow  stronger  and  the  weak  weaker.  Tnat, 
he  argues,  wffl  be  as  true  of  .oil  companies 
as  countries^ 

Shell  can  look  upon  such  a  trend  with 
equanimity.

Bond  dealers  park 
their  free  wheels 

After  many  years  of  comfortable  obscur- 
.  ity,  the  Association  of  International  Bond 
Dealers  has  been  thrust  reluctantly  into 
the  limelight  Regulation  has  begun  to 
catch  up  with  the  world’s  most  free¬ 
wheeling  market,  and  it  has  concentrated 
the  minds  of  bond  dealers  wonderfully. 

-Just  six  days  before  publication  of  the 
.Financial  Services  Bill,  an  extraordinary 
general  meeting  of  the  AIBD.  yesterday 
took  a  number  of  derisions  which  will  go 
down  well  at  the.  offices  of  the  Securities 
and  Investments  Board,  for  whom  bond- 
dealing  has  been  a  thorny  problem. 

The  AIBD  will  speed  up  the- introduc¬ 
tion  of  a  screen  price  quotation  service 
which  win  make  bond  prices  more  clear- 
cut  The  sometimes  dubious  pricing  in  the 
bond  market  -  practices  which  have 
caused  divisions  between  issuers,  primary 
dealers,  market  makers  and  operators  in 
the  grey  market  in  bonds  -  have 
increasingly  worried  the  authorities.  A 
public  and  unambiguous  pricing  display 
will  help  calm  the  regulators. 

..  At  the  same  ,  meeting- in 'London  the 
dealers  agreed  to  give  more  powers  to  their 
board  -  obviating  a  need  for  a  full  meeting 
to  take  any  serious  derision  -  and 
indirectly  opened  the  way  to  dealing  by 
members  in  international  equities!  The 
arbitration  procedure,  which  has  proved 
laborious  and  a  lawyerid  delight,  is  also  to 
be  improved. 

After  these  overdue  reforms,  the  way 
should  be  clear  for  the  .  AIBD  to  secure 
recognition  by  the  SIB  as  an  overseas 
exchange.  This  is  a  somewhat,  odd1 
category  which  circumstances  have  thrust 
upon  the  board,  it  does  at  least  mean  that 
some  control  is  exercised  by  the  London 
authorities  over  business  conducted  in 
London  from  abroad. 

By  reforming  themselves,  albeit  under 
official,  pressure,  the  bond  dealers  have 
given  a.  needed  fillip  to  self-regulation  and

The  index  of  retail  prices  was 
378.4  (January  1974  **  100)  in 
November,  a  rise  of  0.3  per  cent 
from  the  level  of  377.1  in 
October. 

There  were  .  increases  in 
telephone  charges,  bread  and 
coal  prices.  Cigarettes  rose  by 
2p  a  packet,  and  several  fresh 
vegetables  were  up  in  price. 
Tomatoes  and  cauliflowers  rose 
by  4.Sp  a  lb. 

These  were  partly  offset  by 
price  fells  for  petrol  -  down  by 
1.7p  a  gallon  to  an  average  of

The  Treasury  expects  the  rate  to 
drop  to  about  5  per  cent  by  the 
middle  of  the  year  and  3.75  per 
cent  by  the  end.  Over  the  past 
six  months,  retail  prices  have 
risen  just  0.7  per  cent,  the 
smallest  six-month  rise  since 
October  1967. 


Even  so,  there  is  clearly  a  risk 
of  higher  inflation  later  next 
year  if  the  pound,  pressed  bv 
tower  oil  prices,  begins  to  slide 
again.

Home  loans  demand 
sets  £2.6bn  record

Demand  for  mortgage 
finance  from  the  building 
societies  reached  a  record  last 
month,  according  to  figures 
from  the  Building  Societies 
Assocaition  yesterday. 

Gross  advances  to  homeown¬ 
ers  were  £2.662  million,  a 
record  leveL  Net  advances  of 
£1,553  million,  representing  the 
gross  advances  less  repayments 
of  principal,  were  also  foe 
highest  ever  monthly  amount. 
Net  new  commitments,  the 
amount  pledged  by  the  societies 
for  new  home  loans,  were  foe 
second  highest  ever  at  £2,741 
million. 

The  influx  of  funds  into  the 
building  societies  from  retail 
sources  was,  however,  adversely 
affected  by  seasonal  factors  and 
the  Laura  Ashley  flotation. 
Gross  receipts  were  £5,224 
million,  down  £283  million  on 
the  previous  month,  but  an 
increase  of  more  than  £890 
million  on  November  last  year. 
Not  receipts  after  deducting 
withdrawals  from  investors, 
came  to  £638  million.  Although 
that  was  £158  million  less  than 
in  October  it  was  more  than 
£250  million  above  foe 
November  1984  figure,  which 
was  depressed  by  foe  British 
Telecom  flotation. 


Richard  Weir:  “Outlook  for 
December  uncertain”. 

Mr  Richard  Weir,  secretary- 
general  of  the  BSA.  said 
yesterday  that  the  societies  did 
relatively  well  to  attract  foe 
level  of  retial  receipts  they  had 
done  in  view  of  foe  Laura 
Ashley  and  seasonnal  factors. 

**Th  outlook  for  December  is 
uncertain  because  of  the  effects 
of  foe  Cable  and  Wireless  issue, 
but  inflow  in  the  first  week  of 
the  month  was  satisfactory”. 

It  is  likely  that  foe  December 
figures  will  aso  receive  a  boost, 
from  funds  withdrawn  for  foe 
Laura  Ashely  issue  being  re¬ 
turned  to  their  accounts  by 
subscribers  who  were  allocated 
no  shares.

Tales  of  an  unsuccessful 
attempt  to  sell  a  chunk’  of 
Hanson  Trust  shares  had  the 
market  looking  anxiously 
towards  the  East  yesterday.

The  KIO  sold 
close  to  2  per  cent  of  Hanson 
shares  in  September,  unloading 
part  of  the  stock  it  picked  up  in 
the  summer  rights  issue  from 
the  industrial  group,  and  has 
been  expected  to  offer  more. 

Glen  International,  the  finance 
group  run  by  Mr  Terry  Rams- 
den,  has  acquired  an  11  per  cent 
shareholding  in  Hard  Rock 
Cafe,  which  is  traded  on  the 
OTC  market -and  under  Rule 
535.  Other  recent  activity  by 
j  Glen  has  included  a  bid  for 
Minebea,  a  Japanese  group,  and 
a  tender  offer  for  up  to  28.5  per 
cent  of  Pyke  Holdings,  the  meat 
group-  Hard  Rock  shares  are 
near  their  peak  at  74p. 

But  the  City  is  not  worrying 
about  the  implications  for 
Hanson  Trust  It  is  much  more 
concerned  about  the  KIO. 
Suggestions  have  been  made 
that  the  Kuwaitis  are  feeling  the 
financial  pinch  because  of  the 
oil  price  crisis  and  will  be 
sellers,  rather  than  buyers  over 
the  next  few  months. 

Given  the  size  of  the  KIO 
portfolio  of  British  equities, 
estimated  at  £l  billion,  that 
could  be  bad  news  for  the 
London  market.  The  Arabs 
never  disclose  more  than  they 
have  to  about  their  invest¬ 
ments,  but  even  this  estimate 
could  be  too  low.  The  KIO  has 
long  been  a  buyer  of  unlisted  as 
well  as  listed  shares,  and  its. 
investment  in  private  com¬ 
panies  is  particularly  difficult  to 
assess. 

The  KiO  was  still  buying 
until  recently,  picking  up 
chunks  of  the  Royal  Bank  of 
Scotland  and  SGB  Group.  But 
market  men  are  now  keeping  a 
close  eye  on  any  further  deals  by 
the  Kuwaitis,  suspecting  that  a 
change  of  policy  has  occurred 
just  over  the  last  few  days. 

As  for  Hanson  Trust,  there  is 
plenty  of  speculation  there  too 
after  City  analysts  reiterated  the 
view  that  SCM  remains  the  real 
takeover  target  for  Lord  Han¬ 
son  and  bis  team.  That  idea 
leaves  the  Hanson  bid  for 
Imperial  Group  looking  very 
much  a  second  choice. 

Certainly  the  pundits  appear

The  weakening  of  our  precious 
oil-sensitive  currency  this  week 
is  not  going  to-leave  investors 
untouched. 

Undoubtedly  sterling's  -re¬ 
surgence  since  February,  when  - 
at  one  point  the  pound  was 
worth  only  1-03  US  dollars,  has, 
in  part,  accounted  -.for  the . 
generally  lacklustre  perform¬ 
ance  of  those  unit  trusts 
specializing  ■  m  -  overseas 
markets. 

A  fall  in  sterling  values, 
however,  will  increase  the  value 
in  sterling  terms -of  the  overseas 
investments  in  which  the  trusts 
arc  invested.- 

Those  investors  having  direct 
slakes  in  British  exporters  or  m 
companies  which- generate  large 
overseas  earnings;  should  also 
benefit  from1  a.  decline  in 
sterling  -  JCI  for  example,  has 
risen  by  3 Ip  (from  7.1  Ip  to 
742p)  in  the  week  up  to  ■ 
December  12.  Unilever  is 
another  company  which  tra¬ 
ditionally  benefits  in  these 
circumstances,  along  with  Jag¬ 
uar.  whose  car  "'sales  in  the 
United  Slates  have  in  the  past 
rocketed  on  the  weakness  of  the 
pound. 

Jaguar  has.  however,  adopted 
a  fainy  heavy  hedging  position; 
sterling's  earlier  strength  this 
\car  saw  the  share  price  heavily 
down  from  a  peak  of  360p  at 
one  point. 

The  decline  in  sterling  should 
also  mean  that,  higher  interest 
rates  will  be  maintained  -  at 
least  for  the  time  being  -  in 
order  .to  deter,  international 
investors  from  withdrawing 
their  UK-based  investments. 

So  private  investors  who 
favour  fixed  interest  invest¬ 


ments,  cither  for  fiscal  (or  peace 
of  mind)  reasons,  should  con¬ 
tinue  to  benefit  from  7tigh.UK 
interest  .rates.  - 

Alistair  -Begg,  at  Kleinwort, 
Benson  'Investment  .Manage¬ 
ment  Ltd.  points  out.  that  it  is 
the  volatility  of  sterling,  rather 
than  any  downward  movement, 
that  is  likely  to  have  most 
impact  on-  many  businesses 
which  rely  -'to7-  a  considerable 
extent  on  imports: 

He  says:  “Large  corporations 
are  by  now  fully  geared  up  to 
cope  with  the  -  volatility  of 
currencies,  but  -this  volatility 
must  make  planning  very 
difficult  for  those  small  busi¬ 
nesses  which  -do  not  have 
appropriate  expertise  '  or  re-. 
'  sources.” 

One  type  of  investment  likely 
to  be  affected  —  not  necessarily 
adversely  —  is  the  offshore- 
managed  currency  fund.  These

creatures  emerged  after  ex¬ 
change  controls  were  abolished 
in  1979.

Mr  Flight  says  that  it  was 
abundantly  clear  during  the  past 
year  that  Opcc  would  be 
breaking,  up,  and  he  has  been 
cautious  about  sterling  values. 

He  also  warns  against  the 
short-term  view  that  a  falling 
pound  means  a  corresponding 
increase  in  overseas  invest¬ 
ments. 

He  considers  that  the 
strengthening  of  the  yen  will  be 
bad  for  the  Japanese  equity 
market,  for-  instance,  particu¬ 
larly  the  exporters  whose  profit 
margins  will  suffer  as  their 
products  become  more  expens¬ 
ive  to  UK  purchasers. 

Hambros  has  four  managed 
currency  funds  -  two  sterling- 
denominated  and  two  doUar- 
denotninated.  It  too  appears  to 
have  reduced  its  sterling  con¬ 
tent.  “We  don't  particularly  like 
going  aggressively  out  of  our 
base  currencies  unless  we  are 
reasonably  certain.”  a  Hambros 
spokesman  said  this  week.

These  were  recent  NSPCC 
real-life  cases.  They  involved 
real  children  and  their  suffering 
was  very  real  indeed-  They  a H 
show  why  the  NSPCC  is  still  a. 
reality  today-in  1985,  even  after 
100  years  of  helping  and 
protecting  chOdren. 

Child  abuse,  as  a  number  of 
court  trials  this  year  have 


highlighted  vividly,  is  a  signifi¬ 
cant  social  problem.  It  occurs  in 
cities  and  in  the  countryside.  It 
involves  rich  and  poor  famiies, 
arid  its  victims  can  be  tiny 
babies  or  teenagers. 

The  scenarios  for  abuse  are 
kgum..A  usually  loving  and 
caring  mother  may  suddenly 
lose  control  when  pressures  at 
home  become  too  much  and 
may  hit  her  child  too  hard.  A 
couple’s  violent  marriage  raws 
may  get  -out  of  hand  and  their 
baby  is  injured!  And,  there  are 
deliberate  sadistic  forms  of 
abuse.  -  .  -  •« 

•The  NSPCCTs  own  research 
reveals  many  trigger  factors  for 
abuse,  including  marital  dis¬ 
cord,  financial  problems  and,- 
increasingJycUDemploymeiit. 

The  NSPCC  marked  its 
centenary  last  year,  raising  more 
then- £14  million  in  a  special 
appeal.  The  charity  .ws  foua-

child  care  services  are  well 
established. 

But  child  abuse  continues. 
And,  as  the  NSPCCs  own 
recently  published  ..  statistics 
show,  an  increasing  number  of 
cases  are  being  reported  on 
chad  abase  registers  maintained 
by  the  society  across  the 
country. 

So  how  is  - the  modern-day 
NSPCC  organized  to  help  to 
deal  with  the  problem  of  child 
abase?

sive  therapeutic  work  with 
children  and  families  has  been 
carried  out  . 

Now,  the  NSPCC  is  establish¬ 
ing  a  network  throughout 
England,  Wales  and  Northern 
Ireland  of  child  protection 
teams  (die  Royal  Scottish 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  operates  in 
Scotland).  More  than  20  teams 
are  already  in  place,  and  fee 
NSPCC  wants  60  by  the  end  of 
1988.  ' 

These  teams  win  integrate  all 
the  society’s  chad  care  activities 
in  a  given  area  -  a  24-bours-a- 
day  investigative  response  ser¬ 
vice  to  calls  about  a  child  who  is 
at  risk,  consultation  and  train¬ 
ing  services,  family  centres, 
playgroups,  drop-in  centres. 

The  planning  behind  every 
one  of  these  teams  has  involved 
considerable  discussion  with  all 
local  authorities  and  many  are 
offering  their  support  by  pro¬ 
viding  financial  backing  to  their

The  NSPCC  is  supported  all 
over  Britain  .  by  voluntary 
district  and  regional  fund-rais¬ 
ing  committees,  whose  tireless 
work  aids  fee  society  in  these 
ways. 

The  fund-raising  effective¬ 
ness  of  these  ‘  supporters  was 
particularly  evident  in  1984. 
Extra  regional  committees  were 
set  up  to  achieve  financial 
targets  as  part  of  fee  NSPCCs 
overall  £12  -nuffion  centenary, 
appeal.  These :  committees1 
proved  tremendously  successful; 
and  were  a  major  force  behind  I 
making-  the  mtdd-mDJdon  \ 
“dream^a  reality.  .  . 

This  hardcore  support,  then,; 
is  indispensable.  But  the. 
NSPCC  also  tries  to  tap  other 
sources  of  income.  The  society 
has  always  attracted  legacy 
donations  -  24.4  per  cent  of 
total  income  last  ■  year  - 
but'  commercial  sponsorships, 
direct  company  promotions, 
trading  activities  and  charitable 
trusts  are  .aU  revenues  being 
pursued  to  obtain  the  high  £14.5 
million  1985  target.

Skipton  has  a  7  per  cent 
Junior  Investor  scheme  for 
children  up  to  18  years,  with  a 
compfimeniary  money  box  in 
the  shape  of  a  castle.  It  gives 
children  and  teenagers  fee 
chance  to  buy  a  sports  bag  for 
£2. 

The  Chelsea  Kid’s  account 
pays  7.57  per  cent  and  allows  a 
chfld  to  buy  a  money  box  in  the 
shape  of  a  rocket  for  75p.  There 
are  introductory  gifts  and  an 
annual  statement  but  so  birth¬ 
day  cards. 

Leeds  Permanent’s  Young, 
loader  pays  8  per  cent  below 
£500  and  7  per  cent  for  above 
this  level-  A  child  can  withdraw 
or  close  fluids  after  his  or  her 
seventh  birthday.  There  are  no 
special  gifts  or  cards. 

The  Junior  account  with 
North  Wilts  Ridgeway  pays  8 
per  cent  and  also  offers  a 
birthday  card,  a  passbook,  and 
an  annual .  statement,  but  no 
other  special  items. 


Cheltenham  &  Gloucester’s 
Paddington  account  pays  7  per 
cunt.  Marmalade  sandwiches  do 
not  go  easily  through  the  wail 
and  instead  a  birthday  gift  can 
be  coDccted  at  any  branch  or 
fun  agency.  The  maximum  age 
is  13  years  and  the  minimum 
sum  that  can  be  invested  is  £1. 

Halifax’s  Little  Extra  Club 
features  fee  Allicat  symbol  and 
is  for  below  13  years.  The  rate  is 
7  per  cent  below  £500,  rising  to 
£9.5  over  £10,000.  A  birthday 
card  receives  a  pack  which 
includes  a  colouring  book,  a 
mobile,  a  free  money  box-and  a 
comic. 

The  Britannia  introduced  its 


Brighter  Savers  scheme  last 
month  and  pays  8.5  per  cent 
with  a  £1  minimum.  The  gifts 
include  a  purse  or  wallet,  a 
torch  and  a  financial  folder  on 
joining  The  piggy  money  box  is 
free  and  the  maximum  age  is  16 
years. 

The  18  Club  account  wife 
Harpenden  and  District  Budd¬ 
ing  Society  is,  as  its  name 
implies,  for  those  under  this  age 
and  no  withdrawals  are  permit¬ 
ted.  The  rate  is  9  per  cent  and  a 
statement  issued  twice  a  year.

Investment  trusts,  long  the 
wallflower  of  fee  investment 
scene,  make  much  of  their 
advantages  over  fee  more 
popular  pooled  investment 
vehicle,  theunit  trust 

As  a  closed-end  investment 
fund,  an  investment  trust  can 
borrow  to  invest  at  a  time  when 
share  prices  are  rising. thereby 
enhancing  its  performance  by 
glaring  up.  A  unit  trust 
cannot  do  inis.  •- 
'Short-term  .  comparisons, 
however,  indicate  that  invest¬ 
ment  trusts^  whatever  their 
apparent  advantages,  are  not 
doing  as  well  as  unit  trusts. 

The  one-year  and  two-year 
performance  figures  show  that 
unit  trusts  have  easily  outper¬ 
formed  investment  trusts--  and 
this  at  a  time  of  more  or  less 
continuously  rising  .  markets 
when  the  investment  trusts' 
ability  to  gear  up  should  have 
stood  them  in  good  stead. 

Top-performing  Lowland 
managed  to  turn  an  initial 
investment  to  £100  into  £165.70 
over  fee  one-year  period.  But 
FS  Balanced  Growth,  its  unit 
trust  counterpart,  did  much 
better  wife  a  return  of  £196.20. 

And  fee  second  best-perform¬ 
ing  investment  trust,  Drayton 


Premier,  at  £151.40,  did  not 
manage  to  do  as  well  as  fee  10th 
best  unit  trust,  TR  Smaller 
Companies. 

A  similar  situation  exists 
over  the  two-year  period. 
Lowland,  an  outstanding  in¬ 
vestment  trust  performer  in 
both  fee  short  and  fee  long 
term,  beat  the  top-perforating 
unit  trust.  Vanguard,  by  a

-whiricer,  turning  in  £221  com¬ 
pared  whir  Vanguard's  £217.20. 
But  below  this,  the  unit  trusts 
take  over  again,  showing  a 
much  better  return  than  the 
investment  trusts. 

However,  what  the  tables  do 
reveal  is  feat  investment  trusts 
show  a  much  more  consistent 
performance  than  unit  trusts. 

Among  fee  unit  trusts,  only 
Vanguard  Special  Situations 
turns  up  among  fee  top  1 0  over

Shaftesbury  Avenue  is  a  long  way 
from  Wembley  and  Wimbledon  and 
yet  we  sports  journalists  should  feel 
at  home  in  it.

The  words  are  tired,  and  so  am  I 
of  seeing  them,  wherever  they  are. 
More  than  that,  I  do  not  befleve 
them  most  of  the  time.  That  play,  2 
think,  as  I  walk  down  Shaftesbury 
Avene,  will  probably  dose  in  six 
weeks,  despite  the  breathless 
assurance  of  the  attics  that  it  Is  a 
milestone  and  a  masterpiece. 

Where  wfl]  the  brilliance  and 
magnificence  and  tmforgettaMeness 
be  then?  And,  by  the  same  token, 
what  of  the  briUjance  and  magnifi¬ 
cence  and  unforgettableness  of  some 
sporting  performance  that  lasts,  not 
six  weeks,  bet  six  seconds? 

We  were  in  the  foyer  of  the 
National  Theatre  tire  other  evening 
and  found  ourselves  at  tire  same 
table  as  a  young  man  and  a  girl  who 
were,  my  wife  assured  me,  typical 
Sloane  Rangers.  The  young  man  had 
lately  visited  China  and  the  girl 
asked  what  be  thought  of  it.  “It  was 
raining  and  there  was  a  cold  wind,” 
was  all  be  said. 

So  mach  for  China.  The  gjri‘ 
changed  the  subject  to  Kensington, 
evidently  wishing  to  hear  no  more  of 
a  country  where  they  actually  have 
such  frightfully  boring  things  as  rain 
and  wind. 

That  dialogue  confirmed  me  in  my 
preference  for  Texas  as  opposed  to 
Sloane  Rangers,  but  that  is  by  the 
way,  What  is  not  fay  the  way  is  the 
moral  to  be  drawn  from  it.

If  there  is  any  chance  that  fallen 
leaves  have  choked  drains  or 
gutters,  check  these  now.  Also  check 
down  pipes  from  gutters  to  see  if 
climbers  such  as  wisteria  could  have 
twisted  their  shoots  around  them.

Also  with  saintpanlias.  which 
need  a  temperature  of  not  less  than 
about  55  deg  F.  They  need  a  fair 
amount  of  water  but  it  should  not  be 
allowed  to  &D  upon  the  foliage. 
These  plants  thrive  in  a  tray,  filled 
with  sharp  sand  or  small  pebbles, 
wind)  is  always  kept  full  of  water.
